North Yemen 
rescue work 

in full swing 

MANAMA. Dec. 15 (AP) — A multina- 
tional rescue operation was in progress Wed- 
nesday for victims and possible survivors of 
North Yemen’s worst earthquake in modern 
history, with confirmed death toll so far put at 
more than 2.000. 

King Fahd ordered an immediate aid of 
SR 100 million (around S30 million) be given 
to North Yemen to help relief efforts, 

Saudi Arabia has already sent 36 air force 
planes with supplies to the quake-stricken 
areas. 

The airbridge to North Yemen ferried 
medical teams and relief also from other 
Arab countries. 

Little hope was given that move survivors 
or injured could be recovered, with more 
than 48 hours elapsed since the quake struck 
at 12:15 local time Monday. 

Scores of doctors and hundreds of tons of 
medical and Mood supplies and relief arrived 
since Tuesday, and Sanaa radio said rescue 
reams mobilized in Yemen were still hard at 
work to recover dead and survivors from var- 
ious affected areas. 

These teams w ere drawn up from the army, 
police, tribesmen and even boyscouts. An 
estimated 1.000 Palestinian commandos 
harbored in Yemen after the Lebanon events 
earlier the year also took part. The aid 
induded 5.000 blankets sent in from the 
Netherlands and a Swiss rescue team. Sanaa 
radio said.

“Neither the president, nor I. nor anyone 
else believes that scenario.” deputy White 
House Press Secretary Larry Spcakes said- 
Monday. Spcakes said the Glenn victory was 
the “worst case” of several 1984 election 
“scenarios'’ run through the computer. 

. Reagan, he said, has “a good feeling about 
how he would do” if he decides to seek a 
second term. 

Speakes said the .White House planning 
team beaded by Richard Beal has been 
ordered to stop such computer, simulations of 
the 1984 election, and “I just don’t think it 
win be done again.”

Recognize Israel , 
Egypt tells PLO 

VIENNA. Dec. 15 (AP) — Egyptian Pres- 
ident Hosni Mubarak met with Austrian 
Chancellor Brunei Krcisky Wednesday and 
later renewed his colls'for a PLO recognition 
of Israel. 

"If the PLO recognized Israel. 1 believe 
talks, among all parties in the region would 
begin ” he told reporters at an airport press 
conference. 

Mubarak arrived here from Bonn. West 
Germany for a two-hour stopover on route to 
Bucharest. Romania. He will return to Cairo 
later Wednesday. 

Mubarak met with Kreisky in a 50- minute, 
dose d-d our session, and Egyptian officials 
later said the talk centered on U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan's Mideast peace plan and 
other developments affecting the region. 

The Egyptian president praised the prop- 
osals pui forth at last September's Arab 
summit in Fez. Morocco, but indicated that 
the Reagan plan was more realistic. 

■ Earlier Mubarak and West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl emphasized their coun- 
tries. support for Reagan's peace plan. At a 
press conference Kohl said the two leaders 
also greeted the "constructive position of the 
Arabs at the conference in Fez.” 

Both men said they supported the with- 
drawal of foreign troops from Lebanon, but 
Mubarak specifically emphasized Israeli 
forces and did not mention Syrian troops. 
“ Egypt will do all we can to end this (Israeli 
occupation of Lebanon) ” Mubarak said. 

The Egyptian president also said it is 
“ important” that the Jordanians and Palesti- 
nians take part in peace negotiations for the 
region. 
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BEIRUT. Dec. 15 (AP) — U.S. presiden- 
tial envoy Morris Draper proposed a partial 
pullback by Israeli. Syrian and Palestinian 
forces in cemral Lebanon Wednesday as the 
first phase of total withdrawal from Lebanon, 
state and privately owned radio stations 
'‘reported. 

Draper, who returned from week-long 
consultations in Washington Tuesday, made 
the new proposal at a iwo-bow meeting in 
suburban Baabda with Lebanese President 
Amin Gemayel and Prime Minister Shafia 
Wazzan before flying to Israel, the broadcasts 
said. 

Tbe proposal calls for a 15-kilometer 
simultaneous rollback of Israelis. Syrians and 
Palestinians in the central mountains from 
the international highway that links Beirut 
with neighboring Syria, according to the 
radio reports. The Lebanese Army would 
then move in to end sectarian fighting bet- 
ween rightist Christian and nationalist Druzc 
militias' the broadcasts said. 

Draper left for Israel as it was reported that 
U.S. special envoy Philip Habib had already 
arrived there. 

Meanwhile Lebanese Foreign Minister 
Elie Salem conferred with President Reagan 


in Washington Wednesday and said after- 
ward the latest U.S. proposals for -removing 
all foreign forces from Lebanon were fair. 

Salem met tbe president briefly at the 
White House, where he also had talks with 
National Security adviser William Clark. He 
told reporters he discussed the Middle East, 
including efforts to remove all foreign troops 
from Lebanon. 

President Gemayel Monday telephoned 
Syrian President Hafez Assad and briefed 
him on the new American pullback proposal. 
They also discussed ways of ending a nine- 
‘ day battle between Syria's supporters and 
opponents in Lebanon’s northern port city of 
Tripoli. local radio stations added. 

The presidential palace said in a statement 
Gemayel then sent Jean Obeid. a Lebanese 
political writer, to Damascus carrying a 
detailed letter to the Syrian president on the 
question of withdrawal and on deteriorating 
security conditions in Tripoli. 

Id Damascus. Syrian Army Chief of Staff 
Maj. Gen. Hikmat Shchabi said in a speech 
Wednesday that Syria would not let Israel 
partition Lebanon or dictate a peace treaty to

Walesa flouts summons

• . LONDON. Dec. 1 5 (AP) — A general of 
the Afghan secret police who defected to 
Pakistan says the late Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev planned, to annex or dismember 
Afghanistan, the British Broadcasting Corp. 
rented Wednesday. 

j- -aid J.e former officer. Lt.Gen. Ghulam- 
Sitiiq Mira Id. made the disclosure in an inter- 
view with a BBC correspondent in the Pakis- 
tan city of Peshawar near the border with 
Afghanistan. It did not say why he bad 
defected. 

The BBC quoted him as saying he had 
access to information Brezhnev had 
instructed the leader of the pro-soviet 
Afghan government. Prime Minister Babrak 
Karra al. to organize a congress and get him- 
self formally elected president. 

KarmaT was then to announce that 
Afghanistan had come under threat through 
imperialism and call in Soviet troop rein- 
forcements to defend iis borders. Miraki was 
quoted as saying. The next stage would have 
been an announcement that Afghanistan had 
decided to become a part of the Soviet Union. 

The BBC said that according to the gen- 
eral. this plan was abandoned because of 
opposition from the anti-Karmal faction 
within Afghanistan's ruling Khalq Party. 

But Miraki said Brezhnev had an alterna- 
tive scheme, still current when the Soviet 
leader died on Nov. 1 0. to put the nine north- 
ern provinces of Afghanistan under Com- 
munist control, leaving the rest of the country 
to the Afghans, the BBC said. 


WARSAW. Dec. 15 (R) — Lech Walesa, 
leader of Poland’s banned Solidarity union, 
was summoned to the prosecutor's office in 
Gdansk Wednesday, but sources at his home 
said he. bad not responded to the summons. 

The sources, contacted by telephone from 
Warsaw, said Walesa planned to go ahead 
with plans to address a rally near Gdansk’s 
Lenin Shipyards Thursday despite strong 
indications that the authorities would not 
permit the meeting to take place. 

The sources said Walesa received the 
summons from the prosecutor's office Wed- 
nesday morning asking him to' come for a 
meeting at 2 p.ra. . _ ■

secutor wanted to discuss with Walesa, but 
Polish papers Wednesday carried a report of 
investigations into alleged accounting 
irregularities in the Gdansk Solidarity head- 
quarters.

Soviet arms offer inadequate — U.S. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 1 5 (AFP) — Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan has said the Soviet 
Union's proposal to reduce the number of its 
medium range missiles targeted on Western 
Europe was inadequate but was nonetheless 
a positive sign. 

Reagan, speaking at an impromptu press 
conference, also disclosed that a compromise 
had been reached with Democratic and 
Republican congressmen that would assure 
the appropriation of funds for the construc- 
tion of the new MX intercontinental missile. 

According to the agreement. Congress will 
approve the necessary fluids but they will 
remain blocked until the president presents a 
new report on their method of deployment. 

The president's comments Tuesday con- 
firmed the existence of a Soviet proposal on 
medium range nuclear missiles in Europe. 
The U.S. State Department had indicated 


that no new Soviet plan had been formally 
put before the Soviet-and U.S. negotiators in 
Geneva who are trying to work out a reduc- 
tion in the number^ of nuclear missiles 
stationed in Europe. 

“The very fact that the Soviets have made a 
proposal reveals that they too are concerned 
and that they became concerned when 
NATO (North Atlantic Treaty Organization) 
decided to go ahead with its plan to deploy 
new missiles." Reagan said. 

But he termed the proposition inadequate 
because, be said, it would leave the United 
States at a considerable disadvantage. 

The Soviet Union bad reportedly offered 
to halve the number of its SS-20. SS-4. and 
SS-5 intermediate range missiles if NATO 
abandoned its plan to deploy 572 Pershing 
and Cruise missiles in several Western Euro- 
pean countries. 


Walesa held the office of chairman of the 
Gdansk regional branch of the union, which 
was dissolved under martial law. as well as 
being chairman of Solidarity’s national pres- 
idium.

Cairo trial 
turns stormy 

CAIRO. Dec. 15 (AP) — Defendants in 
the trial of 300 Muslim activists insulted the 
court Wednesday in a stormy session which 
saw clashes between prosecutors and defense 
lawyers and the eviction of three security 
' officials from the courtroom. 

“This is a big farce.” one defendant 
shouted at the three-man tribunal from one 
of 13 cages in the partitioned dock. “If you 
want to execute us. go ahead.” 

“You are a bunch of dogs and vtilans.” he 
told the judges, adding on obscene epithet as 
other defendants screamed protests and 
court President Abdul-Ghaffar Muhammad 
Ahmed repeatedly brought down his gavel 
for order. 

- The defendants are being tried on charges 
of attempting to overthrow the government 
and establish an Iranian-sryle fundamentalist 
regime following the assassination of Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat during a military parade 
on Oct 6. 1981. 

They are also accused of murder and- 
attempted murder in shoo touts with police at 
tbe southern city of Assiut. 

Sadat’s brother 
charge -sheeted 

CAIRO. Dec. 15 (AP) — Prosecution 
authorities Wednesday formally charged 
Esmat Sadat, half-brother of the late Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat with corruption, fraud 
and peddling of influence and demanded that 
he and two sons be imprisoned for one year. 

Socialist prosecutor Abdul Oader Ahmad 
Ali committed Esraat Sadat. 58. and mem- 
bers of his immediate family to trial by the 
Ethics Court Hearings are scheduled to open 
Saturday. 

The charge sheet issued by Ali also asked 
the court to confirm his decision taken Oct. 
20 to sequester the property of Esmat Sadat 
his two wives and 15 children. 

Esmat a bus driver turned multimil- 
lionaire according to state-controlled news 
media, and two of his sons. Galal and Talaat 
have been in custody on Ali’s orders since 
Oct. 29. 

Officials said the charge sheet contained 
more than two dozen counts of abuse of 
influence, unlawful seizure of government 
and private property.

tions," Aba Al-Khail said. Each of the four 
banks, the three foreign bank branches and 
the Saudi International Bank, wfll hold 1U 
percent of the new capital. AtotaIof95 Saudi 
Arabian founders will raise 7.6 percent and 
the remaining 52.4 percent will be floated for 
public subscription. 

“ With the establishment of this bank, all 
banks operating in the Kingdom become 
Saudi Arabian companies in which major 
shares are held by nationals,'’ Aba Al-Khail 
said. 

According to Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency reports, the Saudization of foreign 
banks operating in the Kingdom had led to 
their expansion through the increases of capi- 
tals and activities, including the right to open 
branch offices in various parts of the country. 
Saudized banks include the Saudi American 
Bank, Albank AJ Saudi AlHollandi, A] bank 
AJ Saudi AlFaransi and the Saudi Cairo

JEDDAH, Dec. 15 — The Kingdom, 
which has never lagged behind in extending 
help and succour to suffering humanity else- 
where in the world, has been busy rushing 
help from one place to another. 

Closely following the help being rushed to 
the quake-hit North Yemen, the Kingdom 
has announced its decision to aid the 
drought-hit mountainous Kingdom of Nepal. 

The Kingdom's Foreign Ministry has 
informed Nepal through a message Dec. 12 
that it has decided to aid Nepal with about $5 
million worth of food to overcome the prob- 
lems created by drought. 


Asked for the Nepal Embassy’s reaction to 
the aid. its spokesman said: “This is probably 
the largest aid we have received from any 
single country. We take it as a mark of good- 
will and friendship the Kingdom has for us.’’ 
The spokesman said the whole of Indo- 
Gangetic Plain has been reeling under an 
unprecedented drought, of which Nepal and 
the whole of northern India form a pan over 
the last three months. 

The drought has made all tbe difference to 
Nepal's growing economy, he said and 
added: " Nepal, which has all along been an 
exporter of foodgraias such as rice and wheat 
to India and the Tibetan region, has now to 
impon them." 


Computer detects malicious calls in Jeddah secretary 


JEDDAH. Dec. 15 — Hard times are 
ahead for those who use their telephones to 
play the game of impersonation, hoax and 
tease other subscribers, because a new com- 
puter installed in Ruwais will catch those 
psychopaths red-handed in no time, a Saudi 
Telephone spokesman said Wednesday. 

The spokesman, Rabie Sadeq Dahlan, 
director general for telephones and telexes in 
the Western Province, told Al -Madmah that 
complainers must no longerapply to Makkah 
Governorate to ask that their telephones be 
placed under surveillance. They can now 
directly submit their application to the zonal 
office which will take care of iL 


SR2.3m kindergarten work begins Sarawat holds 


OATIF, Dec. 15 (SPA) — Work on a 
SR2J milifon kindergarten began here 
recently. The project* under which a model 
kindergarten is to be built, is adopted by the 
Qatif Social Services Center in cooperation 
with focal committees. 

The center has raised 50 percent of the cost 
while the Labor and Social Affairs Ministry 
contributed the rest. 


The project will be executed in two phases, 
i he first of which will be completed during 
this fiscal year and tbe second in the next. The 
ministry's contribution also comes in two 
instalments. 

On the other hand, the center is engaged 
currently in 52 social programs and projects 
covering cultural, soda], arts and sports 
activities, in addition to health services. 


As soon as the application is received, tbe 1 
district office communicates tbe request to 
the Ruwais exchange. The latter proceeds 
with the necessary arrangements, then rings 
up the complainant to explain the method to 
be followed and make several tests. 

All that the complainant has to do, after 
making sure that the call is the unwanted one, 
is to press the button “R". Instantly, the 
numbers of tbe caller and the called are 
reflected on tbe computer screen in Ruwais 
and stored in its central processor. 

The computer works around the clock and 
it b not necessary that an operator be there. 
Su rveillance usually lasts for 20 days, unless a 
new requests is formulated to extend the 
period. Every week, computer operators 
withdraw the numbers from the computer’s 
memory to prevent overload. 

A list of numbers caught is forwarded to 


Makkah Governorate which applies the 
necessary deterrent acripns. Such sanctions 
vary between cutting the line for three 
months and requesting an undertaking in 
writing not to recommence, to other more 
severe penalties. Coin phones are equally 
under surveillance to locate any such callers 
in no time. 

In Riyadh a computer to detect malicious 
calls has beety'in operation for last two years. 

Meanwhile, a committee'bas been set up to 
end the problem of interference between 
telephone lines according to Wahid Fawwaz 
Kayyai, Saudi Telephone’s director for Jed- 
dah. Tbe committee is made up of Saudi 
Telephone and the companies involved in 
telephone projects in the area. Tbe interfer- 
ences might be caused by the electronic mod- 
ifications introduced to certain mechanical 
exchanges to boost their capacity.

Dec. 15 — Secondary school 
level graduates of the Traffic Institute wffl be 
trained on die computer at the Interior Minis- 
try's National Information Center^/ -Afafiaw* 
reported. Tbe derision was taken ar'tfie 3th 
conference here, Dec. 6-& under Public Sec- 
urity Chief Gen. Abdullah Al-Sbeikh, of 
traffic commanders in Saudi Arabia. 

The conferees derided that, in accidents, 
the traffic men’s role should be confined re the 
usual inquiry and to defining the responsible 
for the actidem. The matter win then be 
submitted to . the competent higher 
authorities. 

Coordination wffl be enhanced among the 
ministries of health, municipal and rural 
affairs and finance aid national economy to 
provide the best means for transporting tbe 
injured, giving them first aid and treatment 
and contacting tbe next of kin of those who 
die or are hurt in such accidents. Strict meas- 
ures win be applied on those who caused tbe 
accident and anyone found without Iqama 
(legal stay permit) will be handed over to the 
proper authorities. 

During the pilgrimage season, the investig- 
ation will be conducted by the General 
Traffic Department.

U.N. extends Cyprus unit mandate 


Sixty mummies found in Nile Valley 


CAIRO, Dec. 15 (AFP) — Sixty mummies 
in a good state of preservation, dating back to 
Roman times, have been'found at Dush, in 
-the NDe Valley, by a team of French 
archaeologists, it was reported here Wednes- 
day. ‘ . .■ V 
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The mummies, which date from between 
the first and third century, were found by an 
expedition from the French Institute of 
Oriental Archaeology. It was the sixth dig, 
tbe third by the institute, on the site of tbe 
cemetery of Dush in the outer limit of the 
Roman Empire. 

Apart from the mummies, the dig made 
hundreds of finds, including bits of pottery 
imported from Alexandria and fragments of 
painted coffins. The expedition led by Guy 
Wagner included a radiologist, Professor 
Roger Licbtenberger, who X-rayed the 
■mummy of Rameses a few years ago. It was 
tbe first time bo bad been able to take X-rays 
of 17 mummies without removing their 
wrappings and collect evidence of age and 
illness, which will enable him to reconstruct 
their personal history. 

An Egyptian professor of botany was also 
able to collect paleo- botanical specimens for 
the first time which will help establish what 
sort of plants grew in the region during the 
Roman era. 


UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 15 (AP) — 
The U.N. Security Council unanimously 
agreed Tuesday to extend the mandate of the 
2348-man U.N. peacekeeping force in Cyp- 
rus for another six months, until next June 15.

Mass grave discovered 
in Afghan province 


LONDON. Dec. 15 (AP) — The Afghan 
Press Agency, a dissident organization, 
'reported Tuesday that a mass grave for more 
than 1 00 men. women and children has been 
discovered in Herat province of northwestern 
Afghanistan . 

The London-based agency said local offi- 
cials blamed the atrocity on die regime of 
Hafizuflah Amin who was in power from Sep- 
tember 1979 until the Soviet military inter- 
vention in December of that year. The 
agency, which claims to have good sources 
among the Afghans fighting Soviet forces, 
said the grave was discovered “recently" near 
the town of Iman Shashoora. 

The agency said all the victims had then- 
hands bound behind their backs, feet tied and 
mouths gagged. “There were no visible 
injuries' or broken bones, according to 


eyewitnesses, and it seemed asif these people 
might have been buried alive." -

NEW DELHI," Dec. 15 (AFP) —The pres- 
sure by Sikh militants seeking autonomy for 
the northern Indian state of Punjabrhas takeri 
a new tura with Sikh leader Harc&and Singh 
Longowal calling on retired Sikh soldiers to 
join the protest and "fight federal domina- 
tion.*’ 

“The Sikhs are in great difficulty at present 
... We are in need of your service and cooper- 
ation at this time of great turmofl,”,Longowal 
said in identical letters dispatched to tbe 
retired soldiers. 

There are tens of thousands of retired Sikh 
servicemen in India and most of them have 
taken to farming in the predommS&lly Sikh 
state of Punjab. The turbaned Sikh&also con- 
tinue to make .up a majority in the Country's 
944 .000- strong army and 400, 000-strong 
paramilitary and special central police forces. 

Federal officials expressed concern at the 
call made by Longowal, who last wqek reiter- 
ated that the Sikh pressure would escalate 
unless Prime Minister Indira Gandhf s fed- 
eral government accepted Sikh demands. 

The Sikh political party, the Akali Dal, is 
demanding greater autonomy for Punjab, an 
increased share in the federal economic cake, 
a declaration making Amritsar, a city which 
houses the Sikh shrine — the Golden Temple 
— a holy city as well as religious freedom and 
protection. 

Several rounds of talks between Sikh lead- 
ers and federal representatives in New Delhi 
and in Amritsar, a city near tbe Pakistani 
border, have failed to produce a settlement. 
A letter published by the English-language 
newspaper Indian Express said tbe Sikhs had 
been discriminated against for more than 35 
years. 

Longowal has summoned- a meeting on 
retired Sikh soldiers for Dec. 23 in Amritsar 
to map our the party's strategy for the next 
phase of the campaign. The meeting was 
reportedly convened at the urging of some 
senior retired Sikh officers who had already 
announced their support for Sikh demands. 

Last month, three retired major generals, a 
number of brigadiers and other retired Sikh 
officers met Longowal to discuss the current 
political situation in the country, particularly 
in Punjab, the Express said. 

Federal sources have confirm*^ that at 
least one retired major general *&nd one 
brigadier were actively aiding Sikh militants. 
The general was identified as Shabog Singh 
who headed the guerrilla training camps dur- 
ing the 1971 war against Pakistan which saw 
the birth of Bangladesh.

* "Second, the laws generally were not being 
effectively enforced because of strict legal 
constraints on investigations, noncommuni- 
cation between government agencies, lack of 
dnforcemeoc resolve, and lack on pe reonnel.” 
J*The report was delivered confidently after 
»ie Senate passed the bill in August. It was 
(pade public a month later, but attracted little 
attention. Now enemies of the bill in the 
House of Representatives have prepared so 
many amendments that they seemed likely to 
kill it or force its withdrawal. 

In West Germany, the investigation found: 
'*... Judges have not considered the hiring of 
Qlega) aliens a serious violation. Because 
judges have been lenient, reduced fines have 
had little deterrent effect. Employers accept 
the fines as a business cost... 

“German officials did not know of any 
employer ever being imprisoned. Legal pro- 
ceedings against employees are few because 
employers and illegal employees cooperate 


and refuse to testify against one another.” 

French judges did not take the offense any 
more seriously, the investigators found. They 
said four employers wens jailed to 1978, one 
in 1979 and none in 1980. The average fine in 
1 980 was 2,080 francs — about $350. 

France was also reported to have had dis- 
appointing results with amnesty for some of 
the illegal aliens already in the country — a 
provision of the bio before Congress. Before 
an amnesty offer than expired last January, 
French officials had expected as many as 
300,0000 would apply, according to the 
report. One day before the offer expired, 
only 8C,OOOJiad applied and 30.000 of those 
failed to meet the conditions. 

One condition was that to qualify for the 
amnesty, the illegal immigrant had to have a 
contract to get legal wages. 

Workers living in a country illegally usually 
get lower wages and worse working condi- 
tions than normal workers. 

“By meeting the (French) government’s 
contract conditions, the employers stood to 
lose their principal incentive for hiring illegal 
workers — the profits made from exploiting 
them,” the report explained. 

It said that in Switzerland, which has no 
unemployment problem, the greatest deter- 
rent to hiring illegal workers — according to 
employer representatives — is the possibility 
that they will be prevented from hiring any 
foreign workers at all in the future. 

"Such a sanction would be catastrophic to 
employers who rely on foreign workers, 
especially seasonal workers," the report said. 


.Titan missiles dismantled 


TUBAC. Arizona. Dec. 15 (AP) — For 20 
years, a towering nuclear sentry lived here, 
buried in a hill under a 740-ton door. Now 
the hole is empty, an underground nest with- 
out a bird, as the U.S. Air Force dismantles its 
obsolete Than 2 nuclear missiles. 

Titan ate 1-6 is the second of 18 sites in 
southeast Arizona to be deactivated as the air 
force retires the last of America's early gen- 
eration, liquid-fueled nuclear missiles. 
Seventeen Thansin Arkansas and another 1 7 
in Kansas will be taken out of service later. 

The Titans were once the centerpiece of 
the U.S. strategic missile force, but they have 
been superseded by more modern, solid-fuel 
multiple warhead Minute man. of which the 
U.S. Air Force has 1 .000 deployed in under- 
ground silos. 

Washington says it is retiring the 52 aging, 
leaky, liquid-fuel missiles because they are 
'becoming too costly to maintain. 

Hie Titan system has been plaeued by 


accidents involving spills of its volatile prop- 
ellant. including two fatal accidents near 
Damascus. 


The latest Titan site to be Mothballed, 
a hour 72 kilometers south of Tucson, was 
opened to reportersTuesday by airforce offi- 
cials for a rare glimpse at its innards. 

The missil e — 31 meters tall, three meters 
wide and weighing 151 .000 kilograms — was 
plucked from the ground about a month ago. 
after its toxic liquid propellants and nuclear 
warhead were removed. The ate itself will 
remain operational and fully manned for 
about two more weeks. 

From above ground, the only indication 
that a missile once nestled 49 meters below 
the fenced compound are communications 
antennas, a wind recorder, sensors, and a 
square door of concrete and steel covering 
the silo. Weighing 740 tons it is designed to 
withstand all but a direct nuclear hit 


Nicaraguan asks for U.S. asylum 


MIAML Dec. 15 (AP) — The operations 
chief of Nicaragua's Sandmista Air Force 
announced he has defected and is asking for 
political asylum in the United States. 

Agustin Roman Maradiaga. 39. said he 
was disillusioned by “the flagrant violation of 
human rights by the armed minority of the 
Manrist-Leninist Sandinistas." 

Roman Maradiaga appeared at a news con- 
ference called by an and-Sandinista exile 
group called the Nicaraguan Democratic 
Force. He became air force operations chief 
after the 1979 overthrow of strongman Anas- 
tasio Somoza. 

A statement by the Nicaraguan Democra- 
tic Force said part of his assignment was to fly 
Sandmista officials to Cuba. He also was said 
to have taught Cuban nationals to fly the 
executive jet plane used by Sandinista lead- 
ers. The Cuban pilots traveled on Nicaraguan 


passports, the statement said. 

The statement said Roman Maradiaga 
reported more than 25 percent of Sandinista 
Air Force pilots also have deserted, seeking 
political asylum in neighboring countries. He 
said so many main tenance personnel have 
quit The air force has recorded over 20 airp- 
lane accidents since 1979. many of them 
fatal. 

Meanwhile, it was reported that recent 
shipments from the Soviet bloc may have 
doubled the number of tanks in Nicaragua’s 
Army, already rated the strongest in Central 
America. 


U.S. Defense Department sources said in 
Washington Tuesday a Bulgarian merchant 
ship unloaded Soviet T-54 and T-55 tanks in 
Nicaragua last month, the first such tank 
deliveries to that country since mid-1981. 


Diana’s father defends his art sale 


LONDON. Dec. 15 (AP) - Princess 
Diana's father, the Eighth Earl Spencer, is 
defending himself against criticism in the art 
world that be and his wife are selling off inh- 
erited art treasuries to pay for -unnecessary 
re deco ration at Althorp, his stately home. 

The Earl, Johnny to his friends, told a 
reporter that the tax laws are to blame. He 
said the current 7y0,000- pound ($1.2 mil- 
lion) renovation of AJthorp, designed to 
make the bouse more comfortable, came on 
top of inheritance taxes and debts of 225 mil- 
lion pounds (then $5.5 million) he had to 
settle when Iris father died in 1975. 

"That meant something had to go, and a 
number of paintings have been sold, some- 


times to buyers abroad,” Spencer, 58, said in 
an interview with the DaBy MedL 

His remarks followed a report in The Times 
of London that said the rate at which 
Althorp’ s treasures are being sold and the 
lack of information on what has already gone 
are" causing consternation” among organiza- 
tions dedicated to preserving Britain's art 
heritage. 

Princess Diana was reported by The Sun 
newspaper Tuesday to be "alarmed at the 
rate her stepmother. Countess Raine 
Spencer, is selling off art treasures from the 
Spencer family collection.'' The Sun said 
Diana has told relatives she wonders bow 
much will be left for her brother, Charles. 


Manila editor taken home from jail 


MANILA, Dec. 15 (AFP) — The editor- 
publisher of Manila's main opposition news- 
paper was taken to his suburban home by 
military escort Wednesday after one week in 
detention on orders of President Ferdinand 
Marcos. 

Jose Burgos, Jr_ who was arrested with 
nine of his staff on charges of subversion 
involved in Che publication of the We Forum 
tabloid, said, "we deny that we have been 
engaging in subversive activities.'' 

Burgos told newsmen that be and his nine 
co-accused were brought out blindfolded 
from their ceils in a maximum security raHit- 
ary prison in Fort Bonifacio outside Manila. 
He said be bad been in solidarity until Tues- 


Asked about the terms of his release, Bur- 
gos said they were not clear cut, and added he 
was only told that be was under temporary 
release on bouse arrest. 

“We are not free. Who is free anyway 
under this setup," he asked. Thus first move 
will be to ask a court if he can publish We 
Forum again when his subversion trial 
resumes Friday, he indicated. 

According to his father and publishing 
partner, Jose Burgos, Jr., the military have 
taken away all typewriters and telephones 
from, the We Fonun office and sealed the 
printing press, which was placed under 24- 
hour guard. 
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58 th attack in W. Germany 

Bomb injures American 


FRANKFURT, West Germany, Dec. 15 
(AP) — A U.S. soldier was seriously 
wounded Tuesday when a bomb planted 
under the seat of lids car exploded and set the 
vehicle alight in the 58th attack against 
American interests in West Germany this 
year, police and U.S. Army spokesmen said. 

Two ho uts later, a second American sol- 
dier had a miraculous escape when he felt 
something hard under the drivel's seat of his 
car and jumped put of the vehicle. 

He found a bomb identical to the one that 
exploded and wounded a soldier in Butzbach, 
just outside Frankfurt, a spokesman for the 
army’s V Corps in Frankfort said. The soldier 
wounded in Butzbach was serving with B 
Company, 233rd armored battalion in 1 
nearby Jvirchgoens, but was not immediately 
identified. 

He was reported in "stable” condition 1 1 . 
hours after the attack at the U-S. Army’s 97th 
general hospital in Frankfort, where an army 
spokesman said he was undergoing treatment 
for leg and internal injuries. 

The spokesman, who asked not to be iden- 


tified, said identical bombs were used in the 
two attacks. He quoted one explosives expert 
examining the devices as saying they were 
like .an 11-pound fire extinguisher bomb 
found last month in a 26-stoiy apartment 
building housing U.S: soldiers and their 
families just outride Frankfurt. 

••In each case, identical two kilogram fire 
extinguishers, explosives, nine volt batteries 
and a pressure plate were used," the V Corps 
public affairs spokesman said. 

He called the pressure plate “an on-off 
switch” to detonate the bomb. "This little 
device was placed on the front seat under the 
seat cover. When the person sits down, it 
activates it." Both cars involved in Tuesday's 
attacks had seat covers on the front seat, he 
added. : 

A West German police officer said both 
cases were, under investigation by the Karl- 
sruhe federal prosecutor’s office responsible 
for terrorist inquiries. The Bonn government 
condemned the attacks and set a 50,0000 
mark reward ($20,000) for information lead- 
ing to capture of the bombers.

BELFAST. Dec. 15 (AP) — British and 
Irish security forces, spearheaded by under- 
cover squads, hunted Tuesday for Domic 
McGlinchy, Northern Ireland's most wanted 
terrorist, as the troubled British province 
steeled itself for a guerrilla offensive. 

Thousands of heavily armed troops and 
police officers in Northern Ireland and the 
neighboring Irish Republic searched for 
McGlinchy along the 4S3 -kilometer frontier, 
checking farmhouses and manning roadb- 
locks. 

But they repotted no trace of McGlinchy, a 
veteran guemlLa identified by police sources 
as a leader of the outlawed Irish National 
Liberation Army who bombed a Northern

McGlinchy, wanted both sides of the border, 
as “a ruthless and fanatical killer believed to 
be operating along the border, orchestrating

The ZNLA, Marxist offshoot of the under- 
ground Irish Republican Army, vowed Mon- 
day it will avenge two of its leaders killed by

A diversionary strategy, which focuses attention away 
from the real issues in the Middle Hast, is now being perpe- 
trated by the Israelis, with the assistance of those same super- 
powers who claim to be attempting to find a solution. 

While so-called “high-lever' discussions axe taking place in 
world capitals, far removed from where the problem exists, 
the Israelis are taking advantage of the situation as a cover to 
bring about mote damage in the Middle East and to continue 
their new aggression at new heights with a minimum of public- 
ity in the Western press. 

The activities of the superpowers are serving to confuse the 
situation and the actual problem is becoming more and more 
complex. The pot continues to s imm er and once again, as so 
many rimes before, it is threatening to boil overdue to Israel's 
aggression and suppression of human rights. 

Warnings about the consequences of the current Israeli 
ag gre s s ive action and continuation of Zionist activities within 
occupied territories have fallen on deaf ears while the

The time is long past due when it is necessary to take action 
to solve the Middle East crisis using the peace plan suggested 
originally by King Fahd and later approved by the Arab 
League at Fez. The only way to solve the problem is to settle it 
on its own ground, where it exists and without the 
politically-motivated intervention which has so far been so 
evident in all discussions. 

The proposals suggested by King Fahd are a viable solution 
and should be implemented immediately, with or without the 
support of the superpowers who have proven by their past 
actions that they are not really concerned with a solution and 
are only interested in perpetuating the talks and at the same 
time providing Israel with more time to carry out more 
^adverse deeds. ^

Reagan initiative deserves full support, U.S. author says

JEDDAH, — 

Dr. William Quandt, senior fellow at tbe Brook- 
ings Institution, author of four books on the Middle 
East and a former member of tbe United Slates 
National Security Council during the Nixon and 
Carter administrations, is currently visiting the 
Kingdom. He met with the Arab News staffer and 
talked to him on tbe situation in tbe Middle East. 

The following are tbe excerpts of the interview. 

Q: In your address at the American embassy, you 
dubbed the Reagan peace initiative as ‘the last 
chance’. With any American administration, there 
is always a new initiative for the Middle East, why 
this one should be the last and what will happen if ft 
foils? 

A: I hope I was not exaggerating in saying that it 
might be the last chance. The reason I am con- 
cerned is that the situation in the occupied ter- 
ritories has been changing at a rapid pace, and it 
becomes more and more difficult to reverse these 
trends as the Israelis establish substantive settle- 
ments there. There may be future initiatives if this 
one fails,but they will take even more effort than 
what wbuld be required now. Besides, I am not sure 
that future initiatives will enjoy the kind of support 
this one enjoys. For the moment, American public 
understanding is greater because of the war in 
Lebanon, tbe president is still strong and he has 
public support. It is bard to imagine why in three or 
four years from now, the situation wQ] be any bet- 
ter. 

Moreover, there is a consensus on the Arab side 
for the first time and one can't count on that to last 
forever if no progress is made. And if this initiative 
fails, there will be some Arab countries who win say 
we've tried the political approach and we foiled, 
now we have to look into alternatives. 

Q: If we go along this, it means that America's 
ability to peace wSH be too minimal. And this 
rtifliyggg tbe argument saying that only the Ameri- 
cans are able to make peace. 

Ai That is right: if we foil on this example, 
America's credibility will decline drastically since 
our commitment was made in the name of the pres- 
ident. It win be very damaging for rhe American 
credibility and ability, for it will reinforce the Israeli 
belief that they can reject American proposals and 
still get American support. And that is really a bad 
sign for a superpower not to be able to exert its 
influence and may help bring the Soviets back into 
the area. 

Q: One of the basic aims of various America 
initiatives, especially tbs one, is to exclude tbe 
Soviets from the Middle East. Can we really talk 
about a lasting, durable peace without involving tbe 
Soviets? 


A: I don’ t object to the Soviets playing a role and 
they can really make positive contribution. But the 
question is in the present circumstances what are 
they capable of doing? They don’t have direct influ- 
ence on Israel, they can't help bring an end to the 
occupation. T dsay if there are negotiations to bring 
this conflict to some kind of an end, we should all be 
interested in finding tbe maximum international 
support for it, including that of tbe Soviets. Yet this 
is different from saying that peace will be advanced 
by having them participate in the negotiations. In 
the present circumstances, the answer is no. 

Q: One of the problems is tbe question of the 
American administration’s refusal to deal with tbe 
PLO, following a commitment by Dr. Kissinger. 
How come a superpower is tied with a promise made 
by a secretary of state like this? 

A: One should not take commitments Lightly. We 
do have a tradition of taking seriously previous 
administrations' commitments, but that does not 
mean there is no way of overcoming it. In this 
particular case, the commitment was reiterated by 
successive administrations, including this one which 
means it became their commitment too. I person- 
ally wished this commitment had never been made, 
bin what is needed now is to find a way to keep h 
from becoming a straight jacket for American dip- 
lomacy. We can imagine, any number of ways to 
enable the U.S. and the PLO to start talking, but the 
question is whether there is a will to do it and to find 
the substantive content to make it worthwhile and 
justifiable effort. 

Q: Do you think there is an argument now inside 
the administration to start this dialogue with tbe 
PLO? 

A: No, I think the administration at this stage 
hopes to deal primarily with Jordan and Jordan can 
find a way to include the Palestinians. 

Q: What can tbe Arabs do, in your view, to influ- 
ence Washington? 

A: In the present circumstances where the oil 
market is favoring importers and the Doited States 
has a trade surplus with the Arab worid for the first 
time in years, the only way to put pressure is 
through the political field. What happened at Fez 
was an example. And I’d count more on persuasion 
through the political means than through boycotts 
and trade embargoes which will be an excerise of 
futility. 

Q: Election years are used as an excuse by Ameri- 
can administrations not to take actions hi the Middle 
East. We know that in 1956, Eisenhower farced 

Israel to withdraw though be was facing an election 
year. Why can’t Reagan do the same? 

A: It is posable that Reagan might not be con- 
strained with the election year, but he will definitely 
find himself in a difficult political situation. In 1 956, 
Eisenhower was extremely popular, tbe economy 


was strong and America was at peace with the rest 
of the world. Though President Reagan has a cer- 
tain amount of support, his standing at the polls has 
declined. The reasons are obvious — a weak 
economy, prolonged recession and an all-tune high 
unemployment. Thai means the domestic issues will 
come to tbe forefront and foreign policy issues will 
be in the sidelines. 

Q: To what extent do you think the administration 
is committed to tbe peace initiative. Alter all, R 
seems to be Smite’s initiative. 

A: You are correct in seeing the hands of Shultz, 
but it is important that he convinced Reagan to pnt 
bis authority behind it. And I think now it enjoys a 
broad support in the branches of tbe government. . 
However, the traditional State Department posi- 
tion is close to this initiative for it wanted the U.S. to 1 
be in a position of leadership, an even-handed pol-' 
icy between tbe Arabs and Israel. In- the Congress 
generally it has enjoyed a good support and that is 
also true in the press and .public opinion. We can 
easily say that this is not an initiative that bears just 
the names of Reagan and Shultz for most of tbe 
Americans fee) comfortable by the position taken. 

Q: What do you think of the reports saying that 
the recent Egyptian moves in Beirnt and Amman 
were initiated by Washington so as to put pressure 
on Israel on one hand and enhance Egypt’s coming 
back to tbe Arabs? 

A: 1 don’t have information on this development, 
but I do think the United States Looks favorably to 
Egypt 5 s normalization of its relation with the Arabs. 
The estrangement of Egypt to ray judgement was 
not a desirable development for the U.S. or for rhe 
Middle East. We have made a mistake in Camp 
David by putting all rhe weight on Egypt. Even 
when Sadat was most wining to try, he could not 
speak for the Palestinians. This does not mean that 
it has no role to play now. Through its relations with 
Israel, Egypt can exert direct influence on Tel Aviv 
like the withdrawal of the ambassador which 
demonstrated to the Israeli public that the kind of 
behavior Begin and Sharon were engaged in was 
going to cost them dearly in terms of their relations 
with the only Arab country with which Israel is at 
peace. 

Q: What b tbe degree of American responsibility 
in alienating Egypt frtftn the rest of the Arab world? 

A: I think there is a difference between what 
happened actually at Camp David and what was 
intended. Even when Sadat went to Jerusalem, Z 
don’t think he thought his initiative would end the 
way h did: only a separate peace treaty. When U.S. 
organized Camp David, there was a great hope that 
a broad framework could be established. After all, 
if Sadat had wanted just a seperate peace he could 
have had that by the end of 1 977 with no difficulty 
at all. It took an additional year and half to demons- 
trate to Sadat and U.S. that they can' t achieve more 


than an Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 

I can easily say that at no point U.S. felt comfort- 
able with an agreement that isolated Egypt from the 
rest of the Arab world. But once tbe baric commit- 
ment bad been made by Sadat be was not prepared 
tofraefc off. He Was a proud - man ‘and ^as not 
prepared to admit that he had made a mistake or 
reverse his policies. When I go back to thftstuation 
now, I say to myself what if we had. Simply aimed 
honestly at an Israeli-Egyptian agreement from the 
start. Could anyone have really objeCtedfo Sadat if 
he bad raid “ my goal is to liberate Sinai. FD get my 
land back and then support any other Arabs if they 
want to tty to get their Jand back, but I’ll not take 
responsibility of speaking for the Palestinians or 
bargaining over their rights." In the end, it would 
have ended tbe same way: a seperate peace, but 
without the picture of Egypt somehow undermining 
the Palestinians. This would have left Egypt as a 
supporting state for the PLO and not an alternative 
to ft. 

Q: Was this option ever raised? 

A: Not very seriously. Sadat first and foremost 
felt he needed'ro demonstrate that he could achieve 
some results for the Palestinians in order to justify 
his own agreement. In tbe end, he did not get 
enough to convince anyone. 

Q: But what about President Carter’s responsibil- 
ity on this? 


A: 1 don't think there is a question of bad faith, 
ft 


but there may be aquestion of bad judgment. And l 
don' t think Carter or anyone lied to Sadat or misled 
him or gave him secret guarantees. Sadat is a politi- 
cian and knew it was a risky business, but there was 
one major error at Camp David when the American 
side thought ft had a commitment front Begin to 
freeze building new settlements indefinitely. Tbe 
promise which was the only thing not given in writ- 
ing was made in a tete-a tete meeting between 
Carter and Begin. Accordingly Carter*fold Sadat 
and Sadat believed that this is one thing he can 
demonstrate to have achieved for the Palestinians, 
The day after the signing of the accords Begin deli- 
vered a letter in which Carter discovered that the 
freeze was only for three months. When Sadat was 
informed, he said to the Americans "you have left 
me naked and there is no doubt that be. felt 
extremely vulnerable. 

Q: Bat Masbe Dayan’s (brad's foreign minister 
then) account on this point said that the Guilt of tbe 
misunderstanding fan* entirely on the Americans ? 

As Dayan'-s account on this point is not entirely 
accurate. 


S. African whites find refuge in Zimbabwe

HARARE: - 

Mote and more whites are leaving South Africa 
to live in black-ruled Zimbabwe. 

One man who had been a banned person in South 
Africa says: “ 1 suddenly realized that there was no 
point in going under all chose restrictions when I 
could have a normal life somewhere else. That's 
when I decided to come to Zimbabwe.'* Although 
nothing like as significant yet as the steady flow of 
whites from Zimbabwe to South Africa, every 
month an increasing number are traveling in the 
opposite direction to seek sanctuary north of tire 
Limpopo. 

Their circumstances and motives are diverse. In 
addition to the political exiles, there are many try- 
ing to evade conscription. Others simply want a 
freedom which South Africa's racial legislation 
makes impossible. They waich the traffic of whites 
leaving Zimbabwe with some bewilderment: “ I see 
these people taking tbe gap and wonder if they 
know what they arc letting themselves in for in 


South Africa." says one exile. 

At present, they are mainly young whites, reflect- 
ing a dislike an experiment which has long-term 
relevance to South Africa. Refugee workers and 
focal officials believe, however, that as political rep- 
ression in South Africa increases, more and more 
blacks will seek refuge Ifcre, and plans arc being 
made for a future influx. 


A refugee bill is expected to be presented to 
parliament next year which wQl make provision for 
the establishment of refugee camps, as well as defin- 
ing the activities which refugees may undertake. 
Thousands of South African nationals arc living in 
Zimbabwe but only between 75 and I (XI have been 
granted refugee status. 

Among them is 38-year-old Govin Reddy, a 
former research officer with the Institute of Race 
Relations in Durban, who spent four years under a 
banning order until he fled and claimed asylum 
here. Reddy, who wanted to five in Zimbabwe 
because ire saw it as being close to home and 
because he supports Robert Mugabe's socialist 


policies, is nevertheless awaiting the day when he 
can return to an egalitarian South Africa. He echoes 
m aotnmon refrain among the exiles: “Zimbabwe is 
a lovely country but for us it is really a waiting 
station." 

He acknowledges he was lucky to be granted 
asylum. Many others have been turned down by the 
Zimbabwe authorities because of a paradox which 
makes relations between the government and South 
Africans who want to live here sensitive and at 
times uneasy. Having been through their own liber- 
ation struggle, Zimbabweans understand and sym- 
pathize with South Afticansopposed to the Pretoria 
. Administration. Bui they are concerned about the 
strains a big influx of refugees would impose on 
their limited resources. 

Security factors are also an important considera- 
tion: the government is deeply worried about 
further infiltration by South African agents who 
have already been uncovered in sensitive security 
posts. And there is a fear that if rhe country plays 
hosts to activists it will invite retaliation by South 
Africa.

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Deep Throat: Alexander Haig fits well enough

Focusing on the week before and the week 
after each meeting, I combed The New York 
Times, The Washington Post, The Los Angeles 
Times, and all the “Watergate books’* that 
made mention of Haig. I studied Nixon’s 
memoirs, Kfesingei's memoirs, the Haig 
biography — . everything I could get my hands 
on. While some sources estab&shed that he 
definitely was in Washington on a couple at 
dates, and that be was in Washington shortly 
before or after other dates, the important 
point, I felt, was that X could establish that he 
was not in Washington on only one date: Oct 
9,1972. 

Was Alexander Haig the type of person 
who would leak on a president he pretended 
to serve? 

Tins was not a question that needed ans- 
wering in my own mind, because, based on 
everything I knew aboat the man, I had ho 
difficulty believing that A1 Haig was capable 
of dupliritons and self-serving behavior, or of 
“leaking,” either. Rather, I felt an obligation 
to examine this question “for die record.” 
Others who had worked with Haig had writ- 
ten -books in which the general had come 
under dose inspection. Since they knew Haig 
better than I did, 1 looked to see what they 
had to say about him. 

I read what former Vice President Spiro 
Agnew had written about the role Alexander 
Haig had played in forcing his own resfona- 
tion .Evidently it had been a job that Nixon 
had been unwilling to do himself. 

In his memoir of the time. Go Qmetiy...Or 
Eke. Agnew says: 

“The American people should know that 
in the last hectic year ormore of his residence 
in the White House, Richard Nixon did not 
actually administer all foe powers of the pres- 
idency. As I have stated earlier, it was Gen. 
Haig who was die de facto president. Haig 
had the power of the bureaucracy ax his 
command, and the Washington insideisknew 
he was standing there behind Nixon, pulling 
die strings, Haig had direct connections with 
the CiA. and .the FJBJ. and every other 
agency. For four years he had been Henxy 
Kissingers chief deputy with dear access to 
all die government; his power extended into 
any agency he chose. The very survival of the 
Nixon presidency was threatened. 

“ lam also convinced that Haig desired not 
only to move me out, but in due course, after 
someone else had been brought into the 
vice -presidency, to move Nixon out, too. I 
really think that by this time, A1 Haig already 
knew enough about the discrepancies in the 
tapes — and the truth, about Nixon’s 
involvement in the Wateigate.cover-up — to 
be j^vipced that eventq&fly the president 
himself must go. And Haig did not want me in 
the line of succession.” . 

Bat if anyone had doubts about A1 Haig’s 
ability to turn on Richard Nixon, the story 
earned in the Dec. 5, 1976 Washington Star 
evidences more than mere disloyalty at a time 
he was proclaiming Iris fealty to the man. 
According to the Star article, two months 
before Nixon resigned, Haig allegedly 
ordered die army’s Criminal Investigations 
Command to conduct a secret investigation 
into any Nixon connections with huge cash 
contributions from countries in the Far East. 
What, specifically, did Haig want? According 
to die investigator, Haig wanted to 
know if Jack Caulfield and Tony Ulasowicz 
had traveled to the Far East and brought 
money bad: to Nixon. Haig also wanted to 
know if Nixon had ever been mixed up with 
organized crime. What did the investigator 
report? “I concluded that (Caulfield and 
Ulasowiqz) probably had gone to Vietnam, 
and I considered there were strong indica- 
tions of a history of Nixon connections with 
money from organized crime.” To my know- 
ledge, AJ Haig-had never commented on his 
actions in calling for this investigation. But it 
took little imaginatio n to figure out what he 
might have done with such information, had 
he been trying to force Nixon from office. It 
also took little i magination to appreciate that 
a map who would institute a secret criminal 
investigation against die president would 
have little trouble being the instrument of his 
win . 

While X could only speculate about Haig’s 
motives in supplying Woodward with inform 
mation, there could have been many. The 
most obvious motive might have been pore 
disgust with the amateurishness of many of 
the Watergate-type activities. From the Efl- 
sberg break-in to the Watergate break-in, 
Liddy and Hunt botded everything. Haig, 
trom his relationship with the National Sec- 
urity Council and the CIA, knew how the 


pros operated — and supported the justifica- 
tion that such activities were in the best inter- 
est of die nation. Another motive might have 
been self-protection, since A1 Haig appears 
to have been aware of what the plumbers 
were doing, ami may have known how they 
were doing it. He could have been steering 
Woodward, and the media in general, away 
from activities we still don’t know about 

In speculating about Deep Throat’s poss- 
ible motives in giving information to Wood- 
ward. 1 also had to keep in mind that if the 
man’s motives were not sinister, but no We — 
if he believed the future of the nation was at 
— ihwi an examination of Deep 
Throat's character and personality would 
necessarily take on a different slant I looked 
again at Afl the President ’sMen, and found a 
passage that seemed to sum up the authors! 1 
. assessment of this question: 

“The reporters tended to doubt that some- 
one in his position would be so cavalier 
toward matters affecting Richard Nixon or 
the presidency itself. More likely, they 
thought. Deep Throat was trying to protect 
the office, to effect a change in its conduct 
before all was lost.” 

Maybe Woodward and Bernstein were 
right. I dad not find it hard to believe that 
Deep Throat had acted out of conscience and 
IKK malkc.fr feet, I suspected that most peo- 
ple would prefer to believe this. Nor did I find 
it hand to believe that Alexander Haig could 
have given Woodward information because 
ofastrong belief that ft was the right thingfor 
the country. 

Fourth question: Did Haig have access to 
the information that Deep Throat had given 
Woodward? 

Roger Moms, who was there at the time, 
says: 

_ “All the (FBI) reports came routinely each 
day to Haig, who from the outset was NSC 
liaison with the FBI.. An FBI agent attached 
to dm NSC staff reported to Haig in internal 
security matters-. 

.‘•later, when everyone scrambled 
(because of Watergate and its fallout) to 
avoid responsibility, to present themselves as 
innocents caught in unseemly circumstances, 
no investigating body understood — and 
Haig never admitted — that from Jan. 20, 
1969, he was the sole executor of the busy, 
ongoing NSC-FBIfiaison, the “staff man” for 
wiretaps™” 

A1 Haig, tty his own admission, had along- 
standing relationship with the FBI. It 
appeared die kind of relationship that would 
enable him to keep abreast of die Watergate 
investigation without anyone's really know- 
ing it — aside from his sources, in the FBL 

Fifth question: Did Haig have unique 
access to information that only a few people 
had? 

Modi of the information that Deep Throat 
knew was known by many people. While it is 
impossible to Know who might have whis- 
pered secrets to whom, thus broadening die 
circle of knowledge, working logically two 
particular bits of information that were given 
to Woodward by Us friend easily point to A1 
Haig. 

On March 5. 1973, Time magazine broke a 
story that the White House had wiretapped 
newsmen and White House aids in an effort 
totrack down leaks. The White House denied 
the story was true, although it was true. Time 
had cracked this case, but they could nor. 
learn from their sources m the FBI and the 
Justice Department who had been bugged. 
The records of the taps had been removed by 
Bill Sullivan, and passed by Bob Mardian to 
die White House. When the Time story 
broke, the records were in John Ehriichman’s 
safe. 

When Woodward met with his friend in 
late February, shortly before Pat Gray’s cm- 
- firmation hearings. Deep Throat was able to 
tell Bob that Gray bad been aware of these 
wiretaps and that the work was done , by an 
“om-qf-channels vigilance squad.” This last 
piece of information could have been a delib- 
erate effort to mislead Woodward, since it 
was not true. Deep Throat also gave Wood- 
ward the names of two people who had been 
tapped: “Hedrick Smith and Nejl Sheehan of 
The New York Times. “It is the revelation of 
these names that is the extraordinary infor- 
mation. 

I found it interesting that, first. Deep 
Throat could stale flatly that Gray knew 
about the taps, when he was also sayingjthis 
was not an FBI operation, and when the 
Watergate special prosecutor would be 
unable to prove that Gray knew after an 
intense investigation with die full resources

of the FBL Justice Department, and several 
years of digging. Second, the only people who' 
knew the names of those who had been tap- 
ped at the time the information was given to 
Woodward were Richard Nixon, Henry Kis- 
singer. John Ehritehman, John Mitchell, Bob 
Mardian. a very small group in the FBL Bill 
Sullivan, Mark FeO, and the man who gave 
the FBI the names — AI Haig. 

When you add to this foe scarcely known 
secret that was given to Woodward about the 
‘‘deliberate erasures” on foe court- 
subpoenaed tape, Haig passes another test 
that uniquely qualifies him as the most likely 
person to have been Woodwaitf s friend. 

Sixth question: was there evidence that 
Deep Throat had continued as a source for 
Woodward, and did Haig fit that category? . 

The last reported meeting that Woodward 
had with his friend in AM the President *s Men 
was that crucial conversation in which he was 
told of the “deliberate erasures.” That meet- 
ing allegedly occurred the first week of 
November, 3973. Yet Bob and Carl con- 
tinued to report on Watergate for many more 
months, and. Presumably, Bob continued to 
receive information from his friend. 

Yet it was more that Haig's unique access 
to particular information that made him a 
compelling candidate. When Woodward and 
Bernstein wrote The Fined Days, Al Haig 
emerged as a hero, although others who were 
also there during those days saw Haig much 
differently. Years ago I had been told that 
Woodward had made several trips to Brussels 
during the time he was working on The Fined 
Days. Of course, NATO Chief Haig was then* 
in Brussels. Personally, I can't imagine how 
anyone could read The Fined Days and not 
conclude that Haig had been a primary 
source. But it was the final aspect of this last 
test that produced the most convincing evi- 
dence that Haig was the one. 

When I looked to see what, of anything. 
Bob Woodward might have had to say about 
Al Haig in recent years, I was incredulous. 
When Bob returned to The Washington Post 
after his leave of absence from working on 
The Brother*, he became a metropolitan 
editor. That’s where he was when President 
Reagan nominated Al Haig to become his 
secretary of state. 

On Jan. 15, 1981, at a time when there was 
considerable renewed controversy over 
Haig’s role in the Nixon White House, Bob 
Woodward wrote an editorial-page column 
arguing that the Senate committee consider- 


ing Haig's nomination should not try to 
obtain the While House tapes of his conver- 
sations of Nixon as chief of siaff. Citing every- 
thing from the Supreme Court’s tape decision 
to practical considerations. Woodward was 
all but giving his official blessing to Reagan' s 
nomination of Haig. Careful not to call Haig 
“foe hero” of Watergate, Bob's column was 
just the kind of boost Haig’s nomination 
needed at that moment. After all, hero was 
one of the most knowldegeable Watergate 
reporters in Washington, in effect saying, 
“Haig’s okay.” Yet anyone who was familiar 
with Haig’s actions daring his tenure as chief 
of staff at the Nixon White House, had to 
know, that his performance raised serious 
questions. 

I thought about all I knew about A) Haig 
personalty, what I bad learned, that a lot of 
Washington Post insiders felt he was Wood- 
ward’s friend, that Hay’s colleagues at Time 
magazine had placed Haig at the top of their 
list, and, but for that Oct. 9 meeting, that the 
evidence seemed incredibly persuasive. 

I reviewed and re-reviewed the now vol- 
uminous notes from the work that Hays, Pete 
Kinsey, and I had done during the past sev- 
eral months. We had talked to a lot of people 
about who might be Woodward's friend. And 
over foe years I bad amassed a sizable file. 
Either by myself, or through others, I had 
been able to reach into the FBL the CIA, the 
Department of Justice, and the Secret Ser- 
vice. I obtained information from people who 
bad served in the Nixon White House, on the 
National Security Council, plus people 
associated with potential candidates for 
Woodward's friend after they had left gov- 
ernment or gpne on to other places within the 
government. I had looked at Bob's sixth- 
floor balcony, where he had once signaled bis 
mysterious friend, tracked down people who 
had lived in his building. The Webster House 
of P Street, as part of my pursuit. Also I had 
uncovered the names of everyone who lived 
in his neighborhood while he was living there, 
and a list of who had which offices in the 
Brookings Institute, from which you can see 
Woodward's old apartment building. I had 
obtained information from people who knew 
Bob at the Pentagon ( 1 969-70), looked at the 
articles be had written for the Montgomery 
County Sentinel, where he first worked as a 
reporter, and everything be had written for 
The Washington Post prior to Watergate. X 
had discussed with people who had worked 


Italy’s moonlight economy thrives amid recession

ROME (R) — Ninety percent of ski boots 
produced in the world come from Monte Bel- 
Inna in northern Italy though there is not a 
single officially registered boot factory in the 
area. 

. The elusive workers in the small town close 
to the fashionable ski slopes of the dolomite 
mountains are just one contingent in a huge 
moonlight army of cobblers, tailors and 
mechanics that are keeping afloat Italy’s bat- 
tered economy. 

Economists told ah academic conference 
held recently that while the counts/ s official 
economy feces the icy blast of recession, 
Italy’s "submerged economy” employing 
some four million workers is still growing- 

The moonlight workers toil long 
mostly in small workshops, and coat the 
Italian exchequer hundredsof milhonsoFdol- 
lars in unpaid tax es, -So me expens b-ve esti- 
mated that the Italian teonomy 
much as 20 percent bigger than the official 
figures would have the world believe. One 
American banker said that the true, figure 
could be even higher than that. . _

according to economists at tbe conference, 
organized by the Italian Council for Social 
Science. 

The rise of the moonlight economy has 
been traced to the late 1960s when tbe coun- 
try's industrial north was torn by strife, trig- 
gering a wage explosion which blunted the 
competitive edge of many big companies. 

Skyrocketing costs in industry gave a new 
lease of life to Italy s vast army of craftsmen. 
Many of them had been thrown out of jobs 
jnty a few years before by the spread of mass 
^reduction meihods in i ndustry as the - 
economy Doomed in the 1950s and early 
1960s. Thousands of seamstresses found 
New Work when businesses started forming 
out work to them. 

In Tuscany, in central Italy, hundreds of 
skilled workers who were fired from a scooter 
factory in Ponte Evedra in the 1950s turned 
their hands to leather tanning, making the 
nearby town of Santa Croce a major producer 
of shoe leather. . 

Experts say it is often difficult to know 
where the official economy ends and the 
moonlight economy begins. "The fact is that 
there are probably more than two million 
ppo plff working in the official economy who 
have second jobs m the moonlight economy 
which they prefer to keep quiet about for tax 
reasons.^ says Professor Luciano Gallino, a 


sociologist at Turin University. 

Many "official" companies farm out work 
to moonlight workers and some employ them 
directly on a part-time basis. Half the work- 
ers in my gardening business are undeclared 
and put in a few hours' work in the late after- 
noon after docking off at the nearby Hat 
works,” says Ricardo, who runs a small busi- 
ness near Turin. "Of course, if 1 told the 
taxman I was exploying these people I would 
go bust overnight,” he adds laconically 

But whole industries are almost entirety 
"submerged" and have developed an elabo- 
rate organization of their labor. 

“As demand has grown for the hidden 
economy s products, it has become increas- 
ingly specialized and efficient, developing its 
own economies of scale,” says Paolo Leon, an 
economist at Rome University. People have 
also found that mass production under one 
roof is not always the most effective way of 
going about their business. 

“In the submerged shoe industry, for 
example, you will get one workshop employ- 
ing at most HI persons making only heels, 
while another produces soles and a third, 
specializes in uppers. A fourth workshop will 
carry out the assembly,” said Leon.

Macy's in New York and Harrods in London. 


who insisi on the highest standards, purchase 
directly from the assembly company and 
keep it informed of changes of fashion. 

Individual towns have carved out their own 
areas of specialization. The Adriatic town of 
Pesaro is famed for its jeans while the area 
around Modena, in central Italy, produces 
high-quality machine tool components. 

Experts attribute the survival of the moon- 
light shoe and clothes manufacturers in the 
face of Third World competitors to their abil- 
ity to adapt speedily to changes in fashion. 
'‘Countries like Brazil and India can produce 
shoes very cheaply in big factories because of 
low labor costs, but they can be very cumber- 
some at switching their range of products if 
there is a change in public taste,” says one 
student of the industry. 

Italy's flourishing moonlight economy, 
which generates wealth and provides work 
for millions, is noy without its critics, many of 
whom are unhappy with the government's 
attitude of benign neglect. Many moonlight 
workers think nothing of working 1 6 hours a 
day and the accident rate in most clandestine 
workshops is thought to be high. But most 
Italians, while lamenting what they see as the 
anarchic state of their country, are proud of 
its flair and entrepreneurial dynamism. 


with Bob on his books how they were put 
together, from the original outline for what 
would become All the President’s Men 
through The Brethren. I had been able indi- 
rectly to obtain information from -an ex-wife, 
and from girls he dated, particularly those 
who had worked at the Nixon White House. 1 
had also acquired a considerable amount of 
information about Woodward from his jour- 
nalistic colleagues, many of whom had 
spoken freely. 

What I found most compelling, and again 
caused me to pause, was the rather impres- 
sive list of extremely knowledgeable people 
who did not believe there was a Deep Throat, 
rather be was a ficticious composite. The 
majority vote of those knowledgeable was 
dearly against any one person. Bur I had 
tried, despite, my own instincts, and consid- 
erable evidence that supported the disbeliev- 
ers’ conclusion, to give Woodward the 
benefit of the doubt. Accordingly, I reached 
several conclusions: 

Deep Throat, as he is presented in All the 
President ’ sMen, is a distorted, near- fictional 
character and not a true picture of who Bob 
was dealing with. This was done either to 
protect his source, to dramatize the charac- 
ter, or through carelessness. And 1 have seri- 
ous doubts about the accuracy of the dates 
and places of meeting between Woodward 
and his friend. 

I am willing to accept, however, that Bob 
bad one particular friend in government who 
helped guide him, and in turn The Washington 
Post, in their more than commendable work 
for reporting on Watergate. Together they all 
changed history, for if Woodward had not 
had this friend, the Post might not have stood 
alone in sticking with tbe story until they got 
tbe real story. 

I believe that Woodward’s friend had very 
mixed motives in helping him, some good and 
some not so good. It is dear he had hard 
information on minor details, but speculated 
on larger facts, and provided a lot of misin- 
formation in the process. 

I believe that Bob Woodward's friend was 
and is Alexander M. Haig, Jr., for the many 
reasons I have stated. 

When I reached these conclusions, I knew I 
bad not proved unequivocally that Alexander 
Haig was Deep Throat. I was not sure anyone 
could “prove” who Deep Throat was — 
except Woodward or Deep Throat him- 
self.. .But I did feel Td made a very compel- 
ling ca s e, and I decided that, while I could not 
expect Haig to confess, if I was correct in my 
assessment, fairness required that 1 tell him of 
the conclusion I had reached. 

Hays Gorcy and I decided to contact Haig 
through an intermediary, tell him of my con- 
clusion, give the basis of my case, and ask him 
to refute my findings if they were wrong. This 
contact was made Sunday evening; Oct. 24, 
1982. Hays and I sat back, awaiting an 
immediate rebuttal. Twenty-four hours pas- 
sed. and we heard nothing. Then forty-eight 
hours. On the third day an answer came. 

Alexander Haig strongly denied that he 
was Deep Throat. He also stated that he 
could prove he was not, but he refused to say 
how he could do so. 

. What sort of proof might this be? I won- 
dered. There could be none, I thought, except 
to reveal absolutely that someone else was 
Deep Throat. 

Because the evidence I had accumulated 
pointed toward Haig — his knowledge of the 
erased tape and the names of tbe newsmen 
who had been wiretapped, his long-standing 
relationship with the FBL his general and 
intimate knowledge of the Nixon White 
House — it also raised the possibility that 
Deep Throat might be someone closely 
associated with Haig, someone close enough 
to have moved with him from job to job, or 
traveled with him. It was even possible that 
Haig bad not leaked information himself, but 
had sanctioned someone else's doing so. 

So many permutations were possible, but 
none seemed as likely to me as the conclusion 
1 had already reached: that Alexander Haig 
was himself Deep Throat.

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Much ado 
in Britain 
about visual 
TV shock

LONDON (OSS1 - like a ihree-year-olJ 
who has proudly learned io count up to four, 
the British arc beside themselves because 
they now have four television channels to 
choose -from instead of three. 

At the same time, there are plans for (he 
introduction of cable TV, now perfectly ordi- 
nary in America, and there is a good deal of 
genuine worry about the idea of adult prog- 
rams that can be beamed into houses where 
there are small children. Naturally enough, 
there is enormous fuss about all this, but 
unfortunately protesters are throwing their 
case away by making as much fuss about 
unimportant things as about the major issues. 

The thing that gets my goat about the pro- 
testers is not that they find certain films or 
certain programs revolting — the horror films 
or cop serials designed to glorify police brut- 
ality on their way from America are revolt- 
ing. 

It is not that they wistfully yearn for chan- 
nels showing only programs they like — I 
wouldn' t mind a channel, myself, t hat showed • 
nothing but science programs, old movies and 
the sort of costume serials that let you off 
having to read the book. 

Nor do I blame them for their perfectly 
justified worry over uncontrolled cable, and 
their distrust of safeguards. In most families 
the only person who would understand a 
locking derice would be the children. 

And in any event, about the one thing 
studies of TV and violence have shown is that 
it is exactly those neglected, maybe dis- 
turbed, youngsters whose viewing would be 
quite unrestricted who would be most likely 
to copy the violence they saw. 

No, what drives me to frenzy is their appar- 
ently total inability to distinguish between 
one kind of offensiveness and another bet- 
ween a program that's trying to say some- 
thing a bit way out and difficult that may 
tread on a few toes, and a film that’s straight 
sadistic exploitation of blood! ust. 

They get steamed up about rude words; 
and I suppose, as one who earns a living with 
words, 1 ought to be pleased whenever any- 
one shows signs of being able to tell one from 
another. 

Then there is the outrage of visual shock. 
Visual impact is certainly different from the 
impact of print: written words and the act of 
reading do. provide some sort of mental filter 
which isn't theTC'when an image hits the eye. 
But visual shock isn't necessarily repre ten- 
sive. I can't stand, myself, to see medical 
operations — nor snakes, come to that, they 
make me dream. But cobras and heart trans- 
plants don't have to be kept off the screen j ust 
to stop me passing out cold on the floor. 

The lingering, sticky, sadistic shot of some- 
one slicing into a woman with a razor is horr- 
ible, while a surgical ope ration is not: because 
what b being done is horrible and a good 
director could probably rfiake your hair stand 
on end just as much with something less 
explicit off camera as he could by showing 
every detail. 

But then what you’re discussing is whether 
there's any need to bring such things to our 
attention at all. If it's the latest piece of 
demoniac possession it almost certainly isn't: 
if it' s a question of El Salvador it probably is. 
But the fact that something b shocking to see 
is not, in itself, the concluding argue me nt 
either way. 

The effect of all these goons screaming 
their beads off about the bits that do not 
matter is that sophisticated and powerful 
people are likely to discount any protest 
about cable TV and so forth altogether; they 
are creating a situation where there's no mid- 
dle position between letting anything be 
shown, anywhere, however frightful, and 
wanting a single channel with nothing on it 
but the Waltons and the .Vluppeis.

Japan economy seen 
running out of steam 


TOKYO, Dec. 15 l AFP)- Sluggish 
exports and skimpier company profits are 
enough to show that Japan's nicely-rounded 
'economic expansion is now under threat. 

As Jinle as a year ago, Japan was a shining 
light in the international gloom. Now the 
dark mists of recession are drifting this way. 

The recent political crisis here reflected 
dissenr within the Japanese "establishment" 
as to the best way of coping with the harsher 
economic climate. For there is little doubt 
that Japan must sail a new rack if its balanced 
growth, still maintained in 1 98U despite two 
ofl price jumps, is to continue. 

A glance at the parameters customarily 
adopted for measuring a nation's economic 
performance shows that Japan still has much 
.to envy. Its payments are ciirentlv S7-- billion 
;in surplus, its inflation is only three nr four 
;percent despite sharp depreciation of the yen 
;for much of the year, the official unemploy- 
;tnent rate is below 2.4 percent. 

The Japanese can be proud, too. of their 
3.4 percent real terms growth, even though 
this falls short of the initially targeted 5.2 
percent. 

Expons hav u * been the driving force behind 
this growth, but they lack their erstwhile 
vigor and the yen's depreciation has failed to 
give them a lift this time. 

In the first nine months of 1 y82, the year- 
on-vear fall worsened from one or two per- 
cent to 10 percent. Not only has demand 
contracted in the key markets, but Japan has 


exercised restraint as in the case of 
' automobiles, and seen its exports hampered 
by others as in the case of video tape recor- 
ders. 

Output curs are being applied in branches 
like audio equipment and electronics, while 
certain companies axe diversifying, Nissan for 
example into armaments. 

Official unemployment figures remain low 
and the social ills of the works' are less evi- 
dent than abroad, but the true jobless situa- 
tion is probably much worse then the official 
picture reveals if allowance is made for all 
those who would gladly work if they could. 

The drop in the yen. coupled with falling 
demand, has hit company profits. In a recent 
survey of half the 900 firms quoted on the 
stock exchange the newspaper Nihon Keizm 
found that profit between April and Sep- 
tember declined by 17 percent on a year ear- 
lier. This is the first such decline since 1977, 
and the paper said it was worse than antici- 
pated. 

Struggling with a weak home market, 
industry has for months been urging a 
Keynesian type boost. It is suggested that 
Japan's trading partners, would welcome this 
chance to increase their product sales here. 

Easier monetary policy, ruled our as long as 
the yen was weak, now seems realistic as a 
means of stimulating demand, as the yen has 
gained 10 percent on the dollar. 


U.N. commodity fund in peril 


LONDON. Dec. 15 (LOS) — A new 
international fund designed to steady world 
commodity prices is in danger of collapsing, 
largely because rich countries drove such a 
hard bargain in negotiations that many poor 
countries have lost interest. 

The common Fund for Commodities is 
"unfinished business' from the 1944 Bretton 
Woods conference which set up the Interna- 
tional Monetary' Fund and the World Bank. 
The economist J.M. Keynes argued then for 
an international trade authority that could 
help steady commodity' prices. 

Not until 1 977 did rich and poor countries 
begin to negotiate the fund. Thai was at 
UNCTAD — the UN Conference on Trade 
a nd Development — where it was propose d

House of Representatives approved

Britain, France. Japan and seven other West- 
ern countries. Out of more than 1 20 develop- 
ing countries only 27 had ratified. 

Jan Prank, UNCTAD deputy secretary- 
general, said many developing countries were 
"frustrated by the outcome of negotiations 
and don't now think the fund is very worth 
while." It has been estimated that measures 
to steady the price of just one commodity, 
copper, would cost around $2 billion, almost 
three rimes the new fund's capital. 

Many developing countries appear to have 
decided that it is not worth paying the $1 
million entrance fee to join. Ten of the 27 
developing countries that have ratified are in 
the 'least developed category and are having 
their entrance fee paid for them by OPEC. 

So acute is the lack of support for the fund 
that UNCTAD has given serious thought to 
abandoning the whole idea “and going for 
something different or new/* said Tronk.^

EEC lauds new MFA accord 


BRUSSELS. Dec. 15 (AFP) — The new 
textile multifiber arrangement (MFA) for 
1 982-86 has given the European textile 
industry a four-year "breathing space" . chief 
EEC textile negotiator Horst Krenzler has 
said. 

And. in London. British Trade Minister 
Lord Cockfield told parliament that the new 
MFA had struck a fair balance between the 
interests of Third World countries and those 
of industrialized nations. 

On Monday the EEC confirmed its partici- 
pation in the MFA after finally clinching a 
textile accord with South Korea, the last of 26 
countries with which the community has been 
holding bilateral textile t3lks over the past 12 
months. 

In terms of the accords. Krenzler said, 
import quotas from the major low-cost textile 
producers — Hong Kong. South Korea. 
Macao and Taiwan — will be cut by between 
6.3 to 8.6 percent. 

These four producers together account for 
nearly half of EEC textile imports from MFA 
countries. As a result, the growth of 1983 
imports will be under five percent. 

And some countries, such as Indonesia. Sri 
Lanka. Pakistan, the Philippines and India, 
will even be able to step up textile expons to 
the EEC. 

Krenzler said he was particularly pleased 

Canada assures 
Pakistan farm aid 

ISLAMABAD. Dec. 15 (AP) — Arthur 
Wright, vice president of the Canadian Inter- 
national Development Agency, assured the 
Pakistan government of his country's con- 
tinued assistance in farm development and 
research. 

Wright, on a visit to Pakistan for studying 
rain-fed farming, said these lands face’ the 
threat of waterlogging and salinity. Rain-fed 
farming is spread over six million hectares 
and has become important because of severe 
pressure on canal-irrigatcd lands. 

Canada is already assisting Pakistan in 
research and development of farming, sys- 
tems. farm range management, oilseeds pro- 
duction. and the evolution of large-scale, 
rain-fed fanning operations. 

Wright said he will continue discussions on 
the farm development plans with officials of 
the Pakistan agricultural research council, a 
government agency. 
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that agreement had been reached between all 
parties on three points: The "anti-surge 
mechanism" allowing the EEC to prevent a 
sudden flood of textile imports even if these 
fell within quota allowances. The "anti- 
fraud" clause allowing the EEC to decuct 
from existing quotas ail fraudulent imports, 
such as particular products to come from one 
country but actually made in another. But 
this can be done only after the failure of talks 
with the offending country. 

A clause allowing the EEC to introduce 
new import curbs for imports that threaten to 
disrupt the domestic market. 

Krenzler noted that the growth in imports 
of particularly "sensitive" products such as 
cotton thread, synthetic textile, T-shirts, 
trousers, blouses and pull-overs would be 
pegged at an average 0.9 percent a year. Less 
sensitive imports would grow around three 
percent and the balance of textile imports at 
4.5 percent, he added. 

Lord Cockfield said that the MFA would 
give the British textile industry better protec- 
tion against textile imports over the next four 
years by pegging the growth of these imports 
to one percent a year. 

He added that the eight British textile pro- 
ducts most vulnerable to competition from 
imports would enioy even better protection. 
The previous MFA allowed textile imports to 
grow four percent a year. 

The EEC had threatened to withdrawn 
from the MFA if it failed to sign satisfactory 
deals to curb textile imports from the big 
low-cost producing countries, particularly 
Hong Kong. Macao and South Korea.

Turkish firms enjoy boom 


ISTANBUL, Dec. 15 (R) — Turkish con- 
struction companies are enjoying a boom 
across North Africa and throughtout the 
Middle East, winning contracts worth $15 
billion — 10 times what they had on then- 
books four years ago. 

Some 150 Turkish companies are now at 
work abroad, almost all in the Middle East 
and North Africa, building dams, tunnels, 
housing schemes, factrories, sporting centers 
and other projects. In the late 1970s a rock- 
bottom domestic market forced Turkish con- 
structors to look overseas to fill their order 
books. 

Contracts won abroad by Turkish com- 
panies since 1978 have increased ten fold to a 
total value at 'the end of this year of around 
$15 billion . according to various estimates. 

Contractors say the keys to their success 
are expertize and experience built up over 25 
years at home, the relative cheapness of 
Turkish labor, cultural ties and closeness to 
the Middle East and a record of finishing on 
rime. 

But the construction com panic's success, 
an outstanding feature of Turkey's economic 
recovery in the past few years, has not been 
achieved without problems. 

Contractors have had difficulties getting 
foreign loans because of Turkey' s recent his- 
tory of political and economic turmoil. To get 
loans many firms have been forced into part- 
nerships with foreign firms. Now bankers and 


contractors say a major step is being taken 
toward solving the problems. . . • 

The International Finance Corporation 
(IFQ is arranging a major lending scheme.- 
Con tractors estimate h will enable Turkish 
firms to finance contracts worth a total of 
around S2 billion and generate employment 
for some 20,000 people. 

Bankers say the LFC facility is as important 
as a symbol of growing international confi- 
dence in Turkish firms. "It’s a sign of confi- 
dence in Turkish constructors which, could 
help to attract more foreign banks," one fore- 
ign banker said in Istanbul. : J 

Large American bankers are also becom- 
ing interested in the constructors success . 
The bank played a leading role ni getting 
initial backing for a $425 million water pro- 
ject in Saudi Arabia to be run by the Turkish 
firm Tefken. 

In April the bank also pat together loan 
for the companies Enka and Kudutas which 
won a joint $384 million contract to fruild a 
bousing complex in Saudi Arabia. 

Citibank is also thinking of financing Turk- 
ish construction companies.' A bank official 
said they had made about 30 site visits on 
projects by top companies and assessed 
nearly a third as excellent, none fell below a 
"very gpocf’ rating. 

Turkish contractors are confident that 
although a leveling off in the rate of new*, 
contracts is inevitable, they will be able to 
sustain their high success rare abroad. 


Caracas faces liquidity crisis 


CARACAS, Dec. 15 (R) — Continuing 
uncertainly over the stability of Venezuela's 
economy is seriousty affecting its debt 
refinancing plans and could contribute to a 
liquidity crisis in the near future, banking and 
financial sources said. 

Despite the consolidation of foreign 
reserves in September, capital outflows are 
still high and several sources said the gov- 
ernment must show dearly that it is in control 
of the situation. 

One foreign banker said government lead- 
ers have to convince the international bank- 
ing community they have a coherent strategy 
to manage their budget and reserves. 

News over the week-end that the govern- 
ment wUl tap $1.75 billion of the oil indus- 
try's $4.1 biflion investment reserve confirms 
the strains being felt in treasury finances, the 
sources said. 

The money is being used to pay govern- 
ment debts to three major banks suffering 
liquidity shortages. Banco de Los Trabaja- 
dores. Bandagro and Banco industrial. There 
was little option but to use the state-owned 
Petroleos de Venezuela (PD VS A) funds to 
head off a banking crisis, they said. 

The government, meanwhile, has been 
unable to get its $18.1 billion 1983 budget 
through congress as the opposition insists on 


has so far only secured short-term bridging 
finance for $448 million wbicb came due late 
this year, and even this fell short by $91 mil- 
lion. .

U.S., France agree on trade study output dips

PARIS. Dec. 1 5 ( AP) — U.S. Secretary of 
State George P. Shultz and French Foreign 
Minister Claude Cheyssan announced 
agreement on a study to develop a new West- 
ern trade strategy with the Soviet Union 
aimed at withholding Western goods that 
would enhance Soviet military strength. 

The surprise disclosure that the French had 
agreed to the study came hours after Shultz 
had appeared at a press conference where be 
indicated the French still had major questions 
and were not yet in agreement. H.c bad said at 
the press conference it was “ irrelevant'* 
whether France had agreed or not. 

But reportere received a last-minute invita- 
tion to a banquet given by Cheysson in 
Shultz' honor at which the two men 
announced the framework of the study. As 
described by Shultz, the major points are: A 
study to strengthen an informal international 
organization known asCooom which coordi- 
nates export controls of goods thought to 
have military potential. 

A further study within Cocom on what if 
anything should be done tn prevent high 
technology goods, possibly including oil and 
gas equipment, which do not have direct 
military application but may be related to 
overall security interests, horn reaching the 
Soviet union. A study in the Organization for 
■ Economic Cooperation and Development to 
keep track of financial and trade flows bet- 
ween the Soviet bloc and the West. 

A study, also within the OECD, to study

alternate sources of energy for Europe and 
whether Europe’s current move to import 
natural gas from the Soviet Union constitutes 
a long-term security threat. 

Another study, also in the OECD, to make 
sure that the West is not providing the Soviet 
Union with resources that strengthen its 
military capability and undermine Western 
efforts to build up their own military strength. 

Shultz said the individual studies may be 
brought together and given further consider- 
ation by NATO, especially those related to 
security. 

According to both Shultz and Cheysson. 
NATO will be given a major role in develop- 
ing an overall new trade strategy after the 
studies arc completed. Shultz said Japan, 
which is not a NATO member but is a 


member of OECD should also be included in 
the lieu strategy and u ays will be found n • do 
this. 

Cheysson said he hopes the "first conclu- 
sions" of the study will be ready for consider- 
ation at the NATO foreign ministers' meet- 
ing in Paris in June and also ai the seven- 
nation international economic summit con- 
ference in Williamsburg, that same month. 

Shultz said other allies would be consulted 
on the agreements reached in Paris, espe- 
cially since they go beyond the result of a 
U.S.-backed trade study announced in 
Washington last month from which France 
dissented. 

The agreement announced Tuesday night 
means France apparently is solidly behind the 
studies.

KIEL. West Germany. Dec. 15 (R) — 
Unemployment in West Germany will soar to 
nearly three million or about 1 2.5 percent of 
the workforce in early 1984. the Kiel Insti- 
tute of World Economics said Wednesday. 

The institute said the figure was probably 
the highest level unemployment would reach 
in the current recession. The ioblcss total 
rose to 2.04 million or 8.4 percent last month 
and Chancellor Helmut Kohl has described it 
as the most urgent problem facing his new 
center-right government. 

Although the German unemployment rate 
is low compared with that in countries like the 
United States. Britain and Canada, its rapid 
rise has caused widespread alarm. 

71ic Kiel institute predicted that an aver- 
age of 2.4 million people would be out of 
work next year, in line with the government’ s 
own figure of 2.35 million but nearly double 
the 1.27 million recorded in 1981. 

The West German gross national product, 
the broadest measure of economic perfor- 
mance. was expected to fail by one percent 
this year and the institute said zero growth in 
1 9 83 was the best that could be hoped for due 


to industry's present weakness. 

Inflation, which last month fell to an 
annual 4.5 percent, will probably still be 
above three percent at the end of 1^83. 
underpinned by a rise in value added tax next 
July, the institute said. 

Wage settlements next year will probably 
average about three percent, restrained by 
the fear of uncmploy mem but also influenced 
by the likclihraxi inflation will be over four 
percent when negotiations take place this 
winter, it said. 

The first shots have already been fired in 
the 1 983' 84 wage round, with the giant metal 
engineering union demanding a 6.5 percent 
rise nationwide and 7.5 percent in the South- 
ern state of Baden- W uertiemberg. 

Employers have already dismissed the 
demand as unrealistic and Finance Minister 
Gerhard Stoltenbers hBs urged the union to 
reconsider. 

The Kiel institute criticized the new gov- 
ernment for failing to develop a medium- 
term program and said its policies would lead 
to falling demand and declining economic 
arcivitv in this winter. 


Jakarta favors OPEC quota hike 


JAKARTA, Dec. 15 ( R) — Energy Minis- 
ter Subroto left for the Vienna OPEC meet- 
ing saying he will seek a higher production 
quota but his main objective is to hold the 
OPEC together. 

There is a real danger the OPEC price 
structure will collapse, he told Renters in an 
interview, and the problem is not only to 
defend it from external pressures, but also 
from internal ones.

Subroto and the oil ministers of Algeria 
and the United Arab Emirates (L 1 Ah) might 
offer to undertake a tour of all member coun- 
tries to help organize such a summit, they 
added. 

Subroto said "we are looking for three 
things — finds, and of the utmost impor- 
tance. is to preserve UPECs unity, secondly 
is to defend the 534 a barrel benchmark 
price, and finally we are looking for an 
increase in our quota." 

Jakarta would like its present UPLC- 
imposed 1.3 million barrel per day (bp-.li 
production ceiling raised to "at least 1.5 mil- 
lion particularly in view of our budget limita- 
tions and constraints for I9N3. *4."

Dec.15 (API — Indus- 
trial production in American factories and 
mines dropped (1.4 percent in November, the 
government reported Wednesday. It was the 
1 4th decline in the past In months and yet 
another signal that the recession is persisting. 

The Federal Reserve Board" s index of pro- 
duction fell to 1 35.6 percent of its 1 967 base,- 
the lowest point of (he 1981-82 recession so 
far. 

Because production cutbacks usually mean 
layoffs of workers, the new decline would 
seem to indicate that the unemployment rate 
is likely to continue rising above November’s 
Hi 'S percent, already the highest in 42 years. 

If there was a positive sign in the new 
report, it would be that last month’s overall 
output decline of 0.4 percent was smaller 
than the i>.S percent recorded in September 
and October. 

In November, the report said. ‘"cutbacks in 
output were concentrated in motor vehicles, 
metals and a number of business equipment 
industries." 

OECD inflation 
touches new low 

PARIS. Dec. 15 ( R) — Inflation m the 24 
member countries of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OEC D) fell last October to its lowest level 
since early 1 y73, the OECD said. 

Consumer prices rose an annual 7.2 per- 
cent in October, compared with 7.4 percent 
in September and 10.4 percent in October 
last year. Over the month prices increased 0.5 
percent against 0.6 percent in September and 
in October last year. 

The OECD, which includes the world's 
leading non-C'ommunist industrial powers, 
said the slight deceleration in the monthly 
increase reflected favorable retail food 
developments. 

Nepal ’s trade gap 
set at $252. 5m 

KATMANDU. Dec. 15 (AFP) — Nepal 
faced a record trade deficit S252.57 million 
for the fiscal year ending in J uly 1 982. accord- 
ing tn figures released by the National Export 
Trade Development Council (NETDC). 

Exports for the year totaled SI 1 1.59 mil- 
lion while imports stood at S364.16 million. 
The wide gap has been attributed to an 
"inadequate generation" nf surplus produc- 
tion. 

Nepal's chief exports of rice and other 
grains failed to materialize due to last year's 
drought and this years late monsoon. Gov- 
ernment restriction on timber exports contri- 
buted tn the trade deficit as well.

Brandt urges fair deal to poor 


OTTAWA. Dec 15 (AP) — An interna- 
tional commission chaired by former West 
German Chancellor Willy Brandt called 
Tuesday for urgent action to deal with worse- ■ 
ning economic relations between the world's 
rid; and poor nations. 

The independent commission on interna- 
tional development issues was to unveil 
Wednesday its program of emergency meas- 
ures for problems that have worsened since 
its 1 980 report cm relations between indus- 
trial countries in theNorth and developing 
countries in the South. 

The commission said that with virtually all 
countries facing high unemployment and 
sagging economies, the developed nations 
are less-willing to sacrifice for the others. 

“I would never admit it was too late” 
Brandt, speaking to about 100 members of 
parliament, senators and observers, said of 
the commission's gloomy portrayal of the 
world economic situation. “The time of crisis 
may be the time for changes, for new 
impulses.” Brandt said. 

Shridath “Sonny” RamphaL Common- 
wealth secretary general, stressed that recov- 
ery in industrial countries depends on impro- 
ving the economic health of developing coun- 
tries so they can buy more goods. “There may - 
be no better times for the North unless there 
are better times for theSouth.” he said. 

The commission, wrapping up three days 
of private talks here, plans to update its 1980 
conclusions by recommending emergency 
action in four areas — finan ce and trade, food 
and agriculture, energy, and international 
organizations. 

Financial issues — revolving around the 
threatened bankruptcies of dozens of 
developing countries — will be the mam 
thrust, said Brandt. The commissioners' mes- 
sage to the Canadian parliamentarians was of 
tragedy and crisis for the developing nations. 

Brandt used the term depression, rather 


than recession, to describe the state ofindus- 
trial nations. Ramphal predicted 1983 “win 
be very much worse” for most countries than 
1982. the worst year since World War EL 

Ramphal indirectly criticized Canada, 
which has recently cut its foreign aid budget 
by saying too many countries have “slipped 
rather badly” in tbeir recognition of the 
interdependence of countries and the need to. 
help others. . 

At the same time, he praised Canada’s 
record as “a symbol of internationalism.” 
noted its potential as “a bridge buUder”

Aussies do it in just 90 minutes 


ADELAIDE, Dec. 15 (AP) — England's 
Test cricket stocks are in a shambles follow- 
ing the demoralizing eight-wicket victory by 
Australia in the third Test here Wednesday 
— and captain Bob Willis lays some of the 
blame on his country' s lack of genuine pace- 
men. 

Willis says England is having to hire over- 
seas pace bowlers for county games because it 
cannot produce its own. "There's a definite 
lack of appetite among our youth to run in 
and bowl fast," he said. 

Other than Willis, England's only other 
genuinely quick bowler on this tour is 21- 
year-old Jamaican- bom Norman Cowans, 
who found himself axed from the English side 
for the Adelaide Test after limited oppor- 
tunities. 

Meanwhile, Australian wicketkeeper Rod 
Marsh summed up the jubilation of the 
Australian team after they had sealed victory 
in just 90 minutes Wednesday. " We' re leav- 
ing them for dead" shouted Marsh, as the 
Adelaide Oval dressing rooms resounded 
with songs of victory and the Australian team 
toasted their 2-0 lead in the Ashes series with' 
only two Tests to go. 

Resuming at 3 for 1 , Australia took only 85 
minutes gening the SO runs needed for vic- 
tory, after losing the toss and being sent into 
bat on the first day.

Mohsin , Amamath shine in drawn Test 


LAHORE, Dec. 15 (Agencies) — Opener 
Mohsin Khan became the first Pakistan 
batsman to complete 1 .000 runs in a calendar 
year Wednesday when he scored an unbeaten 
century as the first cricket Test against India 
petered out into a draw. 

Mohsin, 28, finished the fifth and final day 
on 1 01 not out in Pakistan's second innings of 
135 for one. Earlier, India were dismissed for 
379 in their first innings, 106 behind. 

Mohsin’s century was his fourth in nine 
Tests and bis third.successive hundred at the 
Oaddafi Stadium. He scored 129 against Sri 
Lanka early this year and 135 against 
Australia last October. 

Pakistan’s paceman Sarfraz Nawaz, who 
said the Test would be his last, also passed a 
milestone when he became Pakistan's 
second-highest wicket taker after his skipper 
Imran Khan. Sarfraz took four wickets to give 
him 140 wickets in 44 Tests. He overtook 
former captain Fazal Mahmood, who took 
139 from only 34 Tests while Imran has Cap- 
tured 195 in 44 internationals. 

The Test was also a personal triumph for 
Indian all-rounder Mohinder Amamath, 
who scored a splendid unbeaten 109. Amar- 
nath, who made the scene at a crucial 
moiqgnt for India, with the top-notchers back 
in the pavilion rallied his side together with 
San deep Patfl. 

Later Imran Khan and manager Intikhab 
Alam paid tribute to Indian skipper Sunn 


Gavaskar and Mohinder Amamath for “sav- 
ing the first Test for India.” “India batted 
very well and we aU expected Gavaskar to bat 
with command and authority. Mohinder’ s 
was a very valuable knock for India. Together 
they were pillais of strength for the Indian 
team,” Imran said. 

He said Pakistan was unlucky in two 
respects, first loss of toss and then unex- 
pected rains, which ruined four hours of play 
on third day. The third factor, which deprived 
Pakistan of of its victory was the absence of 
legspinner Abdul Qadir. 

Qadifs absence was also referred to by 
manager Intikhab Alam, who said "Qadir 
could have made a difference, but he was 
unfit.”

In an interview. Mendoza said the WBA 
will probably take whatever advice is offered 
by a seven-member medical committee 
scheduled to present suggestions for safety 
measures at a January WBA executive com- 
mittee fleering. 

The idea of either plan would be to lower 
the risk of injury to exhausted fighters late in 
a bout. 

Tbe rival World Boxing Council (WBC) 
has decided to shorten title fights from J5' 
rounds to 12. Meodozasaid that if the doctors 
suggest a similar course for the WBA the 
executive committee will probably take their 
advice. 

But he also said he currently favors less 


drastic changes such as cutting :i half-minute 
from each of the final three or four rounds, 
which are now three minutes, or lengthening 
the one-minute break between rounds or 
delay fights if one boxer appears to be in 
serious trouble. 

"They (the medical committee) wfll have 
the last word," said the Venezuelan WBA 
head. " We do not want to rush into any- 
thing." 

The WBC announced Us changes last week 
in tbe wake of the death uf South Korean 
boxer Kim from brain injuries five days after 
he was knocked down by WBA lightweight 
champion Ray Mancini inthc I4throundofa 
Nov. 13 Las Vegas title fight. 

Mendoza declined to comment on the 
WBC move. "I do not know how they came 
. to that decision. 1 do not know what they took 
into account.'' he said. 

Mendoza said his committee has been 
studying safety measures for two months. 
Mendoza, who was planning to travel io the

SRVF suspends 30 top stars 


EDINBURGH, Dec. 15 (AFP) — The 
Scottish Rugby Union Federation has stop- 
ped thirty top players from taking part in any 
more matches this year.

He said that Edwards, who was one of the 
inspirations behind the golden era of Welsh 
rugby in the 70's, bad helped farm out pay- 
ments to teammates such as former captain 
Mervyn Davies. British Lions hooker Bobby 
Winsdor and prop Glyn Shaw from Adidas in 
return for wearing their boots.

Italy reviews Bulgaria connection 


ROME, Dec. 1 5 1 Agencies) — Italian sec- 
urity and intelligence chiefs were Wednesday 
reviewing their investigation into the alleged 
"Bulgarian connection" in the attempt to 
assassinate Pope John Paul II on Mav 13, 
1981. 

The top secret meeting was attened by the 
heads of Italy's two secret services, the 
defense and interior ministers, a secretary of 
state and members of the inter- parliamentary 
security committee. It is presumed that they 
closely examine all the evidence amassed by 
Judge llario Marietta who is in charge of the 
case. 

Since the anest on Nov. 25 Sergei Ivanov 
Antonov, deputy head in Rome of the Bul- 
garian national airline "Balkanair”. the 
Italian authorities have' said very' little.

Gate opened 
at Gibraltar 

GIBRALTAR. Dec. 15 (K) — Spanish 
border guards opened the gates linking Spain 
with this British colony at the stroke of mid- 
night Tuesday, ending a 1 3-year blockade by 
Spain amid excited shouting on both sides of 
the frontier. 

A Spanish woman was the first person uy-. 
cross from the Spanish side. “1 didn't believe it 
was true." she repeated over and over. 

The late Francisco Franco closed the bor- 
der on June„8. 1S69 to press Spain's claim to 
the rock colony. Madrid’s new Socialist gov- 
ernment. however, decided to reopen it for 
pedestrians on humanitarian grounds to 
reunitepeople on cither side of the frontier. 

Meanwhile. Foreign Minister Fernando 
Moran said in Madrid that the decision to 
reopen partially its border with Gibraltar was 
not a sign of weakness but a sign that Spain 
was certain of its rights over the British col- 
ony- , . . . 

In an interview on Spanish radio following 
(he midnight opening, he said Spain under- 
stood the interests and the worries of Gibral- 
tarians but Gibraltar was Spanish territory 
and its return to Spanish sovereignty was 
essential. 

“This generation will see the reincorpora- 
tion of the peninsula under Spanish 
ivovereignty.' 1 he said adding that the two 
sides had to negotiate with peace and under- 
standing their common future. 

Asked if sovereignty over Gibraltar was a 
condition of reopening Spain's suspended 
negotiations to enter NATO, he said Spain's 
defense interests clearly ran in an arc from 
the Balearics to the Canary Islands. 

Most Madrid newspapers Wednesday car- 
ried the opening on the front page and two of 
them linked the Gibraltar question with that 
of Spain's North African enclaves. Ceuta and 
MclilJa. adjacent io Morocco.

“Where it came from, I can't imagine,"

said it would be “totally inappropriate" for 
him to comment. 

“This is totally wrong," Shultz said. “This 
should be knocked down.

Indian crew rescued 

SEATTLE. Washington, Dec. 15 (AFP) 
— Sixty-one persons were rescued Wednes- 
day from an Indian freighter that went down 
in heavy seas off the coasr of Oregon during 
the night, (fie U.S. Coast Guard announced 
here. One person was killed aboard the 
rescue ship, the merchant vessel Timur Lady, 
the Coast Guard said. No details were 
immediately available. 

The crew of the Bombay- registered 
Jatamoran had abandoned ship and taken to 
two lifeboats after putting out an SOS when 
ship began to take on water in a storm. The 
freighter, belonging to the Scindia Steam 
Navigation Company, left Squamish, British 
Columbia, Saturday with a cargo of wood 
pulp. 
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Italy has asked for the extradition of 
Celenk. According to Italian press reports, 
Celenk allegedly offered Agca Si .2 million to 
kill the pope and introduced him to Bulgarian 
secret agents involved in the affair. 

Italian authorities in addition to arresting a 
Bulgarian, had issued warrants for two other 
Bulgarians and five Turks, including Celenk. 
Bulgaria has denied any involvement.

HONG KONG. Dec. 15 (AFP) — Japan- 
ese Premier YasuMro Nakasone. saying that 
Tokyo's defense position should complement 
that of the United States, has implicitly flo- 
ated the idea of mining three straits to bottle 
up the Soviet Pacific fleet in case of conflict. 

Nakasone made his comments in an inter- 
view with the Asian WaU Street Journal, pub- 
lished Wednesday in which be was asked 
about reports that U.S. officials were urging 
Japan to develop a capability to mine the 
straits of Soya. Tsugaru and Tsuhima. 

Nakasone responded that Japan's defense 
“should be one of improving defense 
capabilities for a minimum defense and 
ensuring a high-quality defense setup, all. of 
course, under our constitution."

Fitzgerald faces 2 problems 


DUBLIN, Ireland Dec. 15 (AP) — Prime 
Minister Garrett Fitzgerald returns to power 
feeing two major problems — Ireland's 
severe economic problems and badly dam- 
aged relations with Britain over Northern Ire- 
land. 

Fitzgerald's new coalition government 
which began work Wednesday following his 
election as premier by parliament Tuesday 
night, is preparing a budget to be introduced 
at the end of January. 

Commentators say the budget is likely to 
contain sweeping tax hikes and harsh meas- 
ures in a bid to phase out a record budget 
deficit of 1 .2 billion Irish pounds ($1 .56 bil- 
lion) over five years. 


The republic -has 166,000 unemployed 
workers, or 13.5 percent of the workforce. 
Inflation is running at an annual race of 17 
percent, and Ireland has a record national 
debt of 1 1 billion Irish pounds ($14.6 bil- 
lion). 

The British domestic news agency Press 
Association, meanwhile, said Fitzgerald is 
expected to contact British Premier Margaret 
Thatcher in the next few days to suggest early 
talks. 

The meeting is expected to take place next 
month. But PA said there could be a meeting 
first between Irish Foreign Minister Peter 
Barry and Britain's Northern Ireland Secret- 
ary James Prior. 


Polish press admits social distrust 


WARSAW, Dec. 15 (AP) - Leading 
Warsaw newspapers acknowledged in edi- 
tions Tuesday that Poland 1 s military 
authorities in the year of rule by martial few 
have scarcely won the trust and confidence of 
the Polish people. 

“There is still a long way to the universal 
trust in the authorities and to the will to coop- 
erate with them." the daily Zyde Wanztrw 
( Warsaw Life ) said in a commentary 3 day 
after the anniversary of the regime's martial 
law decree. 

“The ’ front of refusal 1 is still fairly broad." 
the widely read newspaper said. The 'front of 
refusal* is commonly interpreted to mean the 
disgruntled segments of Polish society, not- 
ably former activists of the now- banned labor 


movement Solidarity, which claimed It) mfl- 
Uo'n members at the- time of the military 
crackdown Dec. 13, 1981. . 

The Communist Party daily Trybmta Lada 
also acknowledged "divisions suH exist’ 1 ' and 
mentioned “the layers of distrust” in a com- 
mentary devoted- to the government's plans 
to suspened most remaining martial law restr- 
ict ions Jan. 1.

Kong-based journal that a “step-by-step 11 
approach was needed to resolve the depute 
over American access to the Japanese 
agricultural market. “There are things that 
can be accomplished fairly early, there are 
things that need to be solved step by step, and 
there is room for improvement in the proce- 
dures and standards.'* the premier said. 

He said that the two countries bad to 
“adjust our respective views of our relation- 
ship” on security and economic matters" and 
compare notes about our respective 
strategies so that we can coordinate and har- 
monize.” 

India to consult 
nonaligned states 

NEW DELHI, Dec. 15 (R) — India is 
sending four, senior diplomats to consult 
nonaligned states about draft documents for 
the nonaligned summit to be held in New 
Delhi In March.' An Extemal Affairs .Ministry 
spokesman said the first envoy left for Cuba, 
present chairman of the 97-member 
nonaligned movement,' Latin Anerica and 
West Africa. 

Other. diplomats would visit Arab, African 
and Asian states, the spokesman said. India 
has invited 95 countries to attend the summit, 
missing out Kampuchea because of differ- 
ences over who, should represent Phnom 
Penh. India took over as host of the confer- 
ence after Iran, which has been at war with 
Iraq for the past two years, objected to Bagh- 
dad as the summit's venue. 

The government of Vietnam- complained; 
about what it said was a plot to seat Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk as the representative of • 
Kampuchea. A commentary on Radio 
Hanoi, monitored in Bangkok, said that the 
attendance at the conference of the prince, 
who heads an antUVietnamese Kampuchean

Army denies

PARAMARIBO. Surinam. Dec. 1 5 (AP) 
— Surinam's police and army minister denied 
on television Tuesday night that Cuban sol- 
diers helped the military discover a planned 
coup attempt to be carried out o'n Dec. 25. 

Ivan Graanoogst made the statement after a 
former Surinam Vice. Premier Andre Haak- 
raat was quoted in the Hague. Netherlands, 
as saying that Cuban and Nicaraguan advisers 
“are-playing a prorrioter role" in the current 
military dampdown in Surinam. 

At the same time. Surinam's commander m 
chief. CoL Dcsi Bouterse: issued a statement 
“strongly denying” an execution list existed. 
This was in apparent response to an Amnesty 
International report out of London on Tues- 
day. saying it had information that at least 25 
persons had been executed last Wednesday in 
Surinam.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 15 (R) — Indian 
Army troops joined police Wednesday in 
patrolling the western city of Baroda after the 
latest outbreak of the violence between Hhi- 
dusand Muslims which has now taken at least 
J 1 lives. The army was called in Tuesday 
night after a day which saw rampaging mote 
setting fire to houses; shops- and buses. 

One person was stabbed to death as the 
violence simmered during the night, police 
said. At least 40 persons have been injured in 
the disturbances. The troops and police main- 
tained a tight grip Wednesday on the textile 
and agricultural center some 800 kilometers 
southwest of New Delhi. - •
